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Divestiture Meeting Rescheduled for December 14

Mayor Frank Jordan has 
been ordered by the City At¬ 
torney’s Office to withhold 
his opinion about the pro¬ 
posed divesture of city funds 
from the Bank of America. 

On December 14, the San 
Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 


sors will hear a resolution in¬ 
troduced by Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg to divest 
$6 million in funds from the 
bank. The resolution was 
unanimously adopted by the 
Board’s Finance Committee 
last week, in response to 
BofA’s continued funding of 
the Boy Scouts of America 


even though the Scouts dis¬ 
criminates against gays. It is 
now expected to pass the 
Board of Supervisors easily, 
whereupon it will be sent to 
Jordan for his signature. 

In August, BofA decided to 
continue contributing to the 
Scouts, reversing an earlier 
decision to withhold funds 


from the anti-gay group that 
is controlled by right-wing re¬ 
ligious fundamentalists, be¬ 
cause it discriminates on the 
basis of sexual orientation. 

Other corporate charities 
and foundations, including 
Levi Strauss, United Way and 
Wells Fargo Bank have 
adopted a policy of not fund¬ 


ing the group because it does 
not let gay youth become 
members. 

Bank of America has been 
the subject of a growing boy¬ 
cott over its discriminatory 
policies. The December 14 
meeting was originally sched¬ 
uled for one week earlier, but

Collingwood Park 
Stabbing Reported

A homeless transsexual 
was stabbed in the chest at 
Collingwood Park the after¬ 
noon of December 5, by as¬ 
sailants who remain at large. 

The victim, 38-year-old 
Douglas Kinder, left the 
scene after a Fire Department 
rescue truck was called, ac¬ 
cording to Mission Station Of¬ 
ficer Lee Nyder, and was 
eventually found bleeding at 
18th and Diamond streets. 

“I saw that he had a punc¬ 
ture wound to the left upper 
quadrant of his chest,” Nyder 
said in his police report. 

Kinder, a pre-operative 
transsexual, told Nyder that 
he got into a verbal fight with 
the suspects after they made 
derogatory remarks to him. 

A witness to the incident 


also told police that he saw 
Kinder arguing with the sus¬ 
pects and that one of them 
“took a jab at [Kinder’s] ribs.” 

One assailant is described 
as a white male, age 30, 6 
feet, 1 inch tall, 185 pounds, 
wearing a black baseball cap, 
blue jeans, and a long-sleeved 
blue shirt covered with a 
black leather vest; the other is 
a white female with long hair, 
age 35, approximately 5 feet, 
7 inches tall, 145 pounds, 
missing a front tooth. She 
was last seen wearing blue 
jeans and a white short- 
sleeved shirt. 

The suspects fled the scene 
on their bicycles toward 18th 
Street after the stabbing. 

Kinder was treated at Mis¬ 
sion Emergency Hospital for 
a stab wound to the chest. ▼ 


Fresno Accuser: Rape 
Victim or Fabricator?

“He’s a child molester. 
How could they let him go 
free? I’m very afraid of this 
man. He scares me. He told 
me that he had killed people 
before and that he would kill 
me if I ever did anything to 
ruin his image. He told me 
all this before he raped me.” 

The identity of the 18-year- 
old man making those 
startling charges against com¬ 
puter bulletin board operator 
Mark Forston was technolog¬ 
ically obscured as he spoke to 
a television camera and Fres¬ 
no’s Eyewitness News re¬ 
porter Brian Glaser this sum¬ 
mer. The young man’s moth¬ 


er was also shielded as she 
followed, telling Glaser that 
Forston “turned” her son 
“from a happy, energetic, 
goal-oriented kid to a de¬ 
pressed suicidal kid.” 

Forston, she told Glaser’s 
television audience, is a “de¬ 
ranged monster” who “ru¬ 
ined” her son for life. 

“The boy told Eyewitness 
News that he was once curi¬ 
ous about homosexuality but 
now he calls himself ‘non-sex- 
ual’ since Forston attacked 
and raped him. No matter 
what the boy’s sexual prefer¬ 
ence, there was a crime com¬ 
mitted in the Forston home,” 
Glaser reported hysterically.

Parolee Accused of 
Castro Area Theft

An ex-convict who tried to 
steal a statue of a Buddha last 
Friday at the El Dorado Min¬ 
ing Company, a mineral and 
bead store at 213 Church 
Street, is now in San Francis¬ 
co County Jail on a no-bail pa¬ 
role hold. 

Alan Stude, 30, faces 
felony charges of petty theft 
with a prior conviction, plus 
possession of a dangerous 
weapon in the incident. 

“He came came into the 
store a month ago and was 
acting in the typical profile of 
a thief,” store owner Harold 
Brennan told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “He was going 
around and around the coun¬ 
ters and thought no one was 
watching. He bent over one 
of the counters and I saw a 
swastika on the back of his 
jacket. I asked if he knew he 
had it on his jacket, like it 
was bug or something. I told 
him to get the fuck out of my 
store.” 

When Stude returned to 
the store on December 4, 
Brennan observed him 
through the closed circuit 
cameras that monitor the dis¬ 
play cases of minerals and 
other items. 

Stude, according to the po¬ 
lice report, removed the brass 
statue worth $300, concealed 
it in the front of his leather

jacket, and tried to leave the 
store. 

“I grabbed him and told 
him he was under arrest,” 
Brennan told the B.A.R. 

“He said, ‘you’ve got to be 
kidding’, but I wasn’t kidding. 
He tried to bribe us to let him 
go. He offered us cash and 
three or four gold chains that 
he had around his neck but 
there was no way that I was 
going to let him go. He 
seemed very confident and 
smug.” 

A search by police of a pa¬ 
per bag that Stude had in his 
possession turned up six pro¬ 
jectile darts, resulting in a 
charge of possession of a dan¬ 
gerous weapon in addition to 


the felony shoplifting charges. 

According to police re¬ 
ports, Stude has several prior 
convictions for petty theft and 
had been sentenced on Christ¬ 
mas Eve 1991 to 16 months in 
state prison for burglary. 

“He was really a loon. He 
was making anti-Semitic com¬ 
ments under his breath. He 
said when I caught him that 
he was doing it to get back at 
me for throwing him out of 
my shop a month ago,” Bren¬ 
nan said. 

According to San Francis¬ 
co Police Department press 
spokesperson Joanna Walsh, 
Stude will most likely be re¬ 
turned to state prison as a pa¬ 
role violator. ▼

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Sheldon Aims for 
California Gays

ANAHEIM- The leader of 
a conservative religious orga¬ 
nization said December 9 he 
is seeking support for an anti¬ 
gay measure for the state bal¬ 
lot. 

The Reverend Louis Shel¬ 
don, chairman of the Ana¬ 
heim-based Traditional Val¬ 
ues Coalition, said he wrote 
to members of his group, ask¬ 
ing them to donate to his ef¬ 
fort to “prayerfully consider 
supporting a statewide ballot 
proposition on the heterosex¬ 
ual ethic.” 

Sheldon said the measure 
could include a ban on same- 
sex marriages, address the 
“promotion of homosexuality 
in public schools” and exempt 
religious institutions from 
laws that offer “special rights” 
to homosexuals. 

In his November letter, 
Sheldon reminded coalition 
members that “pro-family ac¬ 
tivists” scored a victory 
against homosexuals in Col¬ 
orado. 

Last month voters ap¬ 
proved a measure that bars 
the state courts from consid¬ 
ering discrimination cases on 
the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. A similar measure was 
defeated, however, in Oregon. 

A California ballot 
measure against homosexual¬ 
ity will be “a crucial battle,” 
Sheldon wrote supporters. 

The plan had only been 
privately discussed among 
“fellow pro-family leaders” 
before Sheldon made his 
written appeal to coalition 
members. 

Sheldon said he hopes to 
form a coalition of churches, 
businesses, consumers, tax¬ 
payers and pro-family groups 
outside his organization to 
help put the measure before 



California voters. 

Sheldon said the Tradition¬ 
al Values Coalition represents 
more than 7, 800 California 
churches. 

Gay rights supporters 
called Sheldon a “hate mon¬ 
ger...[who] is on the attack.” 



“This man wants to take 
away our civil rights,” said 
David Smith, executive direc¬ 
tor of Los Angeles’ Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation. “He’s on the na¬ 
tional march here attempting 
to take the victory in Col¬ 
orado and spread it to other 
parts of the country.” 

Sheldon, an outspoken op¬ 
ponent of gays, also has been 
active in the fight to keep 
gays out of the U.S. 
military. ▼ 


The following are some re¬ 
actions to the announcement 
by the so-called Reverend 
Lou Sheldon that he intends 
to back an anti-gay statewide 
ballot measure in 1993: 


“It’s clear that the war 
against the right wing has to 
be waged by our community 
and not just in the courts. 
This is going to require an all 
out mobilization of our re¬ 
sources to send the message 
that hate mongering in Cali¬ 
fornia doesn’t pay. We can’t 
just rest on our belief that 
such a measure would be ille¬ 
gal, we have to organize a 
battle from start to finish. 
Clearly there will be constitu¬ 
tional challenges but that’s 
down the road.”

SF Lutherans Install Gay 
Pastor Despite Objections

A San Francisco Lutheran 
church, suspended by the na¬ 
tional denomination two 
years ago for installing a gay 
man as assistant pastor, has 
now decided to make him full 
pastor of the congregation. 

In a bold move that will al¬ 
most certainly upset Lutheran 
hierarchy, First United 
Lutheran Church will install 
the Reverend Jeff Johnson as 
pastor on January 23. 

Johnson, a graduate of Pa¬ 
cific Lutheran Theological 
Seminary, was ordained in a 
historic ceremony in 1990, 
along with the Reverend 
Ruth Frost and the Reverend 
Phyllis Zillhart, a lesbian cou¬ 
ple, both of whom were 
called to share a pastorate of 
St. Francis Lutheran Church 
and Lutheran Lesbian and 
Gay Ministry. 

Because the 5.5 million- 
member Evangelical Luther¬ 


an Church in America 
(ELCA) forbids the ordination 
of non-celibate lesbians and 
gays, both First United (locat¬ 
ed at 6555 Geary Boulevard) 
and St. Francis (152 Church 
Street) were suspended for 
their actions. Even so, it 
hasn’t daunted Johnson — par¬ 
ticularly now that he is slated 
to become.a full pastor. 

“I’m very excited,” the 30- 
year old Johnson told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “First United 
has once again demonstrated 
its commitment to justice — 
and justice to lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual people. They 
took a courageous step when 
they called me to be assistant 
pastor and they are reaffirm¬ 
ing that commitment.” 

Bishop Lyle Miller of 
ELCA Sierra Pacific Synod 
told the B.A.R. that although 
Johnson is an ordained minis¬ 
ter, his ordination “is irregu¬ 
lar.” 

Miller ordered the two 


congregations to be tried on 
ecclesiastical charges and says 
that he does not believe the 
ELCA will change its policy 
regarding the ordination of 
lesbians and gays. 

“I expect the congregations 
will be expelled,” he said. 

The churches were origi¬ 
nally suspended until 1995, 
pending a ELCA task force 
report on human sexuality 
that considered the question 
of ordaining lesbians and 
gays, but Miller told the 
B.A.R. that he did not expect 
the church to finish the study 
— or change its regulations — 
by the time limit. 

“It doesn’t have any bear¬ 
ing on whether or not the 
congregations will be ex¬ 
pelled,” he said. 

Lutheranism is named for 
Martin Luther, a 15th-century 
Protestant who abandoned 
Catholicism for several rea¬ 
sons, the issue of priests’ 
celibacy among them. ▼

Vacaville Protests Continue

Nearly 100 demonstrators 
rallied outside the entrance to 
the California Medical Facili¬ 
ty (CMF) prison in Vacaville 
on December 5, protesting 
what they claim are continu¬ 
ing intolerable conditions for 
prisoners with AIDS. 

The peaceful protest came 
on the heels of a report, is¬ 
sued last month by Assembly- 
member John Burton, D- San 
Francisco, that bluntly criti¬ 
cized the California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections (CDC) 
and the Vacaville facility for 
providing substandard care to 
HIV-infected prisoners and 
called for dramatic changes in 
CMF’s HIV program. 

Chanting “CDC you lie, 
you don’t care if prisoners 
die,” protesters organized by 
ACT-UP/San Francisco and 
ACT-UP/Golden Gate encir¬ 
cled the prison’s California 
Drive entrance. 

Other entrances to the 
prison remained open during 
the demonstration and no 
programs, including visita¬ 
tions, were interrupted, ac¬ 


cording to Lieutenant Patricia 
Mandeville, a CMF spokes¬ 
person. 

The demonstration capped 
months of protests — both in¬ 
side the prison and outside, 
including medication and 
hunger strikes by prisoners — 
and intense media scrutiny. 

The Burton report con¬ 
cluded that there is substan¬ 
tial evidence of a lack of ade¬ 
quate care for HIV-positive in¬ 
mates and made numerous 
recommendations to be im¬ 
plemented within 90 days. 

Most of the recommenda¬ 
tions are being instituted as 
part of an HTV center sched¬ 
uled to open soon. And one 
floor of the prison hospital is 
being renovated to create a 
33-bed support care unit and 
a ten-bed hospice. 

The CDC has also an¬ 
nounced the appointment of 
an ombudsman for hospital 
and HIV-positive inmates. 

Mandeville criticized the 
protesters for not acknowl¬ 
edging the progress being 
made. “I feel they are not rec¬ 
ognizing the fact that we are 
attempting to implement pro¬ 


grams for HIV and AIDS in¬ 
mates. We can’t correct the 
problem overnight, but we’re 
certainly making progress,” 
Mandeville told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“There has been progress 
and the prisoners want to ac¬ 
knowledge that,” said Judy 
Greenspan of ACT-UP/San 
Francisco, “but the only reason 
that they’ve made any 
progress is because of the 
very strong protest by the 
prisoners, the pushing of 
ACT-UP on the outside, and 
really, the pressure brought 
to bear on them by John Bur¬ 
ton’s report. 

“We believe the only way 
progress will continue to hap¬ 
pen is if we continue to bring 
pressure,” Greenspan contin¬ 
ued, “We don’t want Burton’s 
report to go the way of the 
National Commission on 
AIDS report, which is just 
gathering dust in someone’s 
attic.” ▼

Hand to Hand, a holiday 
food festival to benefit Project 
Open Hand, will be held in 
the San Francisco Marriott on 
December 20 from noon to 7 
p.m. 

Sponsored by Levi Straus 
and Company and the San 
Francisco Marriott, the holi¬ 
day food gala will feature 
more than 74 Bay Area chefs, 
restaurants and food vendors. 

“There will be a lot to

Samples of food and food 
gifts from the restaurants and 
food vendors will be available 
for nominal fees ranging from 
$2 to $3, Clark said — and half 
of the profits from food con¬ 
cessions will go to Project 
Open Hand. 

The low price will allow 
families to sample many dif¬ 
ferent products without 
breaking a pocketbook, and 
drinks such as sodas, apple 
cider, and coffee will be avail¬ 
able at no cost. 

“It’s a family oriented 
event,” Clark said. Ticket 
prices are low, and advertise¬ 
ments feature $1 off coupons, 
because Project Open Hand 
wanted to draw heterosexual 
families with children to the 


event with the message that 
“they can have a good time 
and help others.” 

Among the special events 
scheduled for the event are 
puppet shows; interactive 
food exhibitions; the Pickle 
Family Circus; chainsaw ice 
sculpture carving; exhibits 
presented by the Bay Area 
Discovery Museum, the Ex- 
ploratorium, and the Davis 
Regional Science Center; and 
top chefs from the Bay Area 
demonstrating cooking tech¬ 
niques at a Macy’s-sponsored 
demonstration kitchen. 

The festival will also in¬ 
clude a Hand to Hand “High 
Five Wall” of hand tracings of 
people—including children — 
who have donated at least $1 
to the fundraiser as a way of 
showing their solidarity with 
people with AIDS.

Be Here For The 
Cure — If You Can

Four leading AIDS foun¬ 
dations from around the coun¬ 
try launched an unprecedent¬ 
ed AIDS awareness campaign 
earlier this month, urging 
people who are HIV-positive 
to seek early care and treat¬ 
ment. 

AIDS Project Los Angeles, 
the Northwest AIDS Founda¬ 
tion in Seattle, The Whitman- 
Walker Clinic in Washington, 
D.C., and the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation kicked off 
a four-city Be Here For The 
Cure Campaign on December 
1, World AIDS Day. 

The community-based 
campaign, according to Joe 
Fera, a spokesman for the 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, urges people who are 
HIV-positive to take all neces¬ 
sary steps to stay healthy. 

Early treatment begins 
with antibody testing and 
continues with seeking an 
HIV-knowledgeable health¬ 


care provider, monitoring the 
immune systems and seeking 
drug treatment if necessary, 
according to Fera. 

Originally designed last 
February as a SFAF cam¬ 
paign, the advertising pro¬ 
gram links people to testing 
and treatment services 
through interior and exterior 
bus cards, transit shelter 
posters, billboards, television 
public service announce¬ 
ments, and giveaway items 
such as T-shirts, posters, but¬ 
tons, and stickers. 

Fera said the agencies in¬ 
volved also hope that their ef¬ 
fort will bring attention to 
limited funding for, and lack 
of access to, services for some 
segments of the population. 

“I’ve seen the campaign,” 
said Larry Littlejohn, a 
spokesman for the Gay Res¬ 
cue Mission, which serves 
homeless lesbians and gays. 
“It’s well intentioned but peo¬ 
ple in minority communities 
and on the street are going to

have a hard time accessing ser¬ 
vices. Some people are well 
informed and can take care of 
themselves. Others don’t 
know about the services or 
can’t get through the bureau¬ 
cracy. If they miss an appoint¬ 
ment, it could be months be¬ 
fore they get another one,” he 
said. 

Bob Wolters, R.N., director 
of the Tenderloin’s Tom 
Waddell Clinic, says poor and 


low-income clients who try to 
use city health services for 
early intervention are in for a 
long wait. The Department of 
Public Health district health 
center has one HIV Clinic — 
and it sees about 3,000 clients 
with HIV infection a month. 

“We’re up to our eyes in 
patients,” Wolters said. 

Wolters told the Bay Area 
Reporter that clients with 
symptomatic problems relat¬ 


ed to HIV are seen on an ur¬ 
gent care basis, but asymp¬ 
tomatic clients must wait an 
estimated two months for an 
appointment. Once there, 
they would be able to access 
the wide array of services at 
the HIV Clinic, including 
medical, social, mental health, 
and other HIV early interven¬ 
tion services. Of course, after 
such a wait, it may be too late 
for them to get “early” inter¬ 
vention. ▼ 


Anthropologists Talk About AIDS, Enrage Colleagues

A symposium on AIDS 
that ignored the important 
contributions of gay anthro¬ 
pologists and excluded people 
with AIDS from its panel was 
protested last week during 
the American Anthropology 
Association convention at the 
downtown Hilton Hotel. 

The panel was organized 
and moderated by a contro¬ 
versial Berkeley anthropology 
professor, Dr. Nancy Sheper- 
Hughes, who has publicly 
supported Cuba’s quarantine 
of people with HIV and AIDS 
in sanitariums. 

The panel, which drew 
more than 300 people, was de¬ 
nounced by members of the 
Society of Lesbian and Gay 
Anthropologists and the 
AIDS Anthropology Research 
Group for its composition. 

“I’m really very offended. I 
think it’s laudable that the 
field of anthropology has rec¬ 
ognized that there’s a prob¬ 
lem, but at the same time this 
is an example of academic 
colonialism. A small group of 
people are tying AIDS into 
their own academic agenda,” 
anthropologist Walter 
Williams said. 

“It’s an elite group of an¬ 
thropologists who excluded 
any people working in the 
fields of AIDS or anthropolo¬ 
gy over the years, so SOLGA 
organized a protest,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

SOLGA member Ralph 


Bolton told the BA.R that af¬ 
ter the group protested, Shep- 
er-Hughes allowed him to be 
on the panel, but limited his 
remarks to one minute “to al¬ 
low time for audience partic¬ 
ipation.” 

Mildred Dikemann called 
the panel organization “elitist 
and isolationist” and said that 
the group was not trying to 
censor the panel but to point 
out that no knowledgeable an¬ 
thropologist in the field had 
been contacted to be on the 
panel. 

“It feels a little like oppor¬ 
tunism,” she said. 

At the beginning of the 
panel, Sheper-Hughes ac¬ 
knowledged the controversy 
as she attempted to diffuse it 
by saying that “we are all 
people living with AIDS.” 
She later admitted that she 
was “not a person at risk” but 
defended the symposium by 
maintaining it was really only 
meant to be a conversation. 

Sheper-Hughes’s com¬ 
ments throughout the discus¬ 
sion about gay people and 
people with AIDS were “con¬ 
descending and obnoxious,” 
in the words of one onlooker 
who also characterized her 
previous support of Cuba’s 
quarantine of people with 
HIV as “Stalinist.” 

At one point during her 
conversation, Sheper-Hughes 
enraged many in attendance 
with a story of an interview 
she conducted with the head 
of a hospice in Brazil. The 
place, she said, reeked of hu-

man feces and death. 

“When the person was 
called out of the room to care 
for someone, she [Sheper- 
Hughes] was sniffing perfume 
from a handkerchief,” anthro¬ 
pologist Will Roscoe recalled, 


“and she says she has done so 
much for AIDS? That’s what 
gets me pissed off. Doesn’t 
she realize that we need help 
changing the sheets? That 
sort of account is so parasiti¬ 
cal.” 


Bolton and other members 
of SOLGA and supporters 
donned T-Shirts emblazoned 
with the slogan “Let the na¬ 
tives speak for themselves” as 
part of the protest. Y

Why the Parade Must Change

San Francisco is my hobby. I love its eclec¬ 
tic charms, free clinics, “dirty streets,” and me¬ 
andering, map-toting German tourists; I love 
that it is small enough for anyone to have an 
impact if they so desire, yet metropolitan 
enough to send ripples out across the country 
and the world; but most of all I value the im¬ 
pression that a dominant homosexual cabal is 
in control. It is a conspiracy. 

This is also The Land That Time Forgot. 
Beat culture, flower power, and the modern 
queer movement owe much of their origins to 
San Francisco. Janis Joplin still walks Haight 
Street, Kerouac is still on the roads of North 
Beach, and the Village People are having cock¬ 
tails at Castro Station. Pilgrims come here to 
escape, drop out, or come in. San Francisco 
presents a safe harbor in a sea of hatred, and 
although life for the third sex is far from ideal 
here in Fagdad by the Bay, it beats the pants 
off Hayden Lake, Idaho. 

Thousands of queers’ first impression of 
The City comes in conjunction with a trip to 
our gay pride march. Homo rabble sweeps in 
every year from Hooterville and beyond with 
freshly scrubbed faces and perky manwoman 
hairdos, ready to live for one day in defiance of 
sodomy laws and hate crime statistics. 

The sound of virgin freedom rings clinking 
against ball chain is deafening as they descend 
on our quaint seaside village for the weekend, 
holding hands on the cable cars, smooching on 
Fisherman’s Wharf, and mincing on MUNI. 
Multitudes of homo tourists don’t realize that 
Mecca is not the same as Nirvana, and that ho¬ 
mophobia is alive and well here. 

But for a weekend the dream lives, and the 
pilgrims take the hope with them. San Francis¬ 
co’s queer pride parade’s main export is hope. 

As an activist I’ve grown tired of red rib¬ 
bons and blue lights, of Days Without Art and 
Nights Without Light. In a subversive sense 
the parade is an action, sending a message of 
pride and vibrance out to the hets, and in to 


the homos. The parade committee’s current 
status, however, is somewhere between bleak 
and hopeless. It is over $40,000 in debt, due to 
the careening fiscal mismanagement and inad¬ 
equate planning by previous administrations. 
The situation is dire, and San Francisco’s icon¬ 
ic parade is in jeopardy. It is doubtful that 
many in the community understand how close 
the committee is to the edge of a very high 
precipice. 

The parade can and should be a starting 
point for the community. It should lead rather 
than control, providing not only vision but also 
a means of execution. 

1993 promises an entirely new feeling to the 
event. The route has been switched to start at 
Civic Center and proceed down Market to the 
Embarcadero, where the celebration will take 
place on the waterfront esplanade. This year 
organizers also hope to add a Saturday night 
event, also held on the Embarcadero rather 
than in the overcrowded, logistically impossi¬ 
ble Castro. It will probably have a suggested 
donation attached, which, if effectively execut¬ 
ed, could generate hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for our causes. 

Perhaps the most controversial proposal for 
’93 is not the change of venue, but the change 
of date to the third Sunday in June, a week ear¬ 
lier than usual. Those who argue against it ad¬ 
vocate a national queer holiday, pontificate 
about tradition, and argue that many people 
must plan a year in advance. But moving our 
celebration up one week will make San Fran¬ 
cisco’s the largest pride event in the world, 
with people from New York, Los Angeles, and 
across the country able to attend. The scale is 
important, and for more reasons than just the 
visual impact of thousands of marchers: the pa¬ 
rade is the lesbian and gay equivalent of Christ¬ 
mas for queer merchants, bringing in mega¬ 
cash from homos to go. More people equal 
more dollars.

March On Denver 

Many American people and organizations have call¬ 
ed for a boycott of Colorado, including travel to the 
state as well as a refusal to purchase goods and ser¬ 
vices origniating there. This action protests the 
passage of Amendment 2, which effectively voids all 
nondiscrimination laws and prohibits legislation pro¬ 
tecting gay people. 

Who, however, is hurt by such a boycott? The voters 
who approved the amendment? The gay community 
and its sympathizers? I believe there is a show of 
strength that far exceeds the power of the gay dollar. 

The gay community showed its strength in October 
1987 by congregating for what, according to its plan¬ 
ners, became the largest civil rights demonstration in 
history. Another march is planned there for April 
1993. 

I stand for the possibility of relocating the march 
on Washington to Denver, the only Colorado city large 
enough to house the swarm of marchers the April 
event will draw. Gay people and sympathizers are 
desperately needed by the gay community in Col¬ 
orado. Boycotting their state will not help them regain 
their legal protections as effectively as being with 
them in a show of unity. They are now legally 
discriminated against and have no protection from 
anti-gay forces. Washington, D.C. has seen our 
strength. Now we must show Colorado our power and 
love, as well as show the rest of the nation that we will 
not only recreate but we will supercede the legal pro¬ 
tections gay Coloradoans once had. 

If you want to show your support for human rights 
where it is urgently needed, please contact your local 
chapter of March on Washington immediately. (Your 
local gay resource or gay community center can pro¬ 
vide the telephone number.) Urge them to move the 
march. If we do not stop the extreme right in Colorado, 
other states will follow suit. 

I can assure you, this April 25 you will not find me 
in Washington; you will find me in the heart of our 
country, helping our newly-unprotected gay family 
promote visibility and generate acceptance.

Why Amendment 2 Passed 

As a recent emigre of Colorado, I feel I should try 
to dispel some myths about the recent passage of 
Amendment 2. Unfortunately, 2 did not pass because 
Colorado is a particularly bigoted state — that’s what 
makes it so scary. Colorado is not the South, nor is it 
even Idaho or Nebraska. Colorado may not be the 
most progressive state, but it is far from being the 
least. Believing that Colorado is “extremely” bigoted 
(compared to the rest of the country) might make you 
feel secure, but it also makes us more vulnerable. 

Colorado for Family Values (CFV — the group that 
ran the pro-2 campaign) won because they had a very 
clever strategy that played both to the bigotry of their 
conservative base, as well as to the liberalism and ig¬ 
norance of the mainstream. Many of their TV ads 
featured African Americans and Latinos talking about 
how hard they worked to achieve civil rights gains, 
gains which would be diluted if lesbians/bis/gays also 
achieved “minority status.” Other ads implied that 
businesses would be forced to hire queers, asking “Is 
it fair that they have a quota status?” Meanwhile in the 
conservative churches, CFV showed videos of San 
Francisco queer pride festivities. Leatherfolk, the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence and various 
miscellaneous naked people were shown along with 
the caption “This is what ‘Gay Rights means.” 
NAMBLA was given particular attention as inter¬ 
views with NAMBLA activists were interspersed with 
photos of lesbian and gay parents and the teachers or¬ 
ganization. 

CFV’s other major victory has been to legitimize 
anti-queer bigotry. Even in Boufder’s “liberal” univer¬ 
sity paper, vitriolic attacks against queers in the let¬ 
ters to the editor column have become commonplace. 
I wonder if they are even necessary in other parts of 
the state. 

A final comment about the boycott much of the 
hotel industry in Colorado is own by, you guessed it, 
queers! Therefore the Gay and Lesbian Community 
Center of Colorado has asked that only those coun¬ 
ties which voted for Amendment 2 be boycotted. 
Boulder, Denver, Summit, Eagle (Vail), Pitkin (Aspen) 
and San Juan (Telluride) counties all voted with us. 
Colorado Springs, where the CFV was headquartered, 
is an especially hateful town and deserves to hear from 
you. Please call the Colorado Springs Visitors Bureau 
at 1-800-DO-VISIT. Thanks.

Homophobia and Intimacy 

Daniel Linder (“Homophobia, Anonymous Sex and 
Intimacy,” Nov. 26) apparently has a long way to go on 
his journey from the darkness of homophobia to 
enlightenment. He begins his piece with a very decep¬ 
tive qualification. Although Mr. Linder, identifying 
himself as heterosexual in the opening sentence, may 
argue that he was merely establishing his limited ex¬ 
pertise on the topic of homosexuality, and although 
his comic 12-step allusion diffuses some of the latent 
homophobia, this qualifier serves the same purpose 
as the more typical, “I’m not gay, but... ”. He distances 
himself from the subject matter and protects himself 
from all accusations and rumors of homosexuality. 

That Mr. Linder so smugly assumes he has 
something to teach gay people about being gay would 
be comical, were it not so dangerous. I certainly do 
not repsresent the essentialist perspective (i.e., “it’s a 
gay thing, you’ll never understand”), but — quite 
bluntly — until you’ve walked the walk, girlfriend, I 
don’t want to hear the talk. That Mr. Linder’s selfish 
need to see himself as “someone who treats every per¬ 
son as equal” drove him recklessly and utterly un¬ 
preparedly to lead a group on gay relationships is 
unethical and inexcusable. 

But Mr. Linder’s most grievous sin, an omission that 
will banish him and all other psychologists like him 
to the realm of academic and professional mediocri¬ 
ty, is his failure to adequately factor culture into the 
psychological equation. Long-term sexual monogamy, 
Mr. Linder, is not the realization of a genetic 
predestination. It is a cultural artifact, albeit a very 
powerful and compelling one. Although I do not doubt 
that there are men who use anonymous sex to avoid 
intimacy, to imply that all anonymous sex is 
unhealthy, sexphobic and homophobic. Mr. Linder 
mentions cultural factors (i.e., institutionalized 
homophobia) that leads to “this kind of behavior,” but 
is blind to the cultural factors that lead and have led 
for thousands of years to monogamy. He also fails to 
give credit to queer culture, which has made many in¬ 
valuable contributions to contemporary constructions 
of sex.

Every individual should be free to choose the model 
of sexual expression that best fits him or her — be it 
long-term monogamy, limited monogamy, polygamy 
or casual sex — without being subject to the pro¬ 
nouncements, diagnoses and definitions of narrow¬ 
minded pseudo-scientists. Much like Richard Isay, 
author of that piece of bilge, Being Homosexual, 
Linder seems to prescribe one route to mental health 
— “intimacy” (read, long-term monogamy). Neither 
Mr. Linder nor Mr. Isay seems to have heard of 
countertransference. Fortunately, Mr. Linder’s open¬ 
ing qualifications should prevent too many people 
from taking him seriously.

There were many things that went wrong with 
Leather Weekend, all of which were caused by inex¬ 
perience and a lack of professionalism by the pro¬ 
moter. The advertisements for the weekend were no 
better than those seen for a high school dance; they 
did nothing to appeal to the sophistication of the 
leather community. This, and poor publicity distribu¬ 
tion, greatly attributed to the event’s lack of atten¬ 
dance. Although the promoter made it a point of 
arriving at the Russian River days before the event, 
he did little to coordinate the weekend. More time was 
spent promoting himself than preparing for the 
weekend’s events. 

We offered advice regarding the high cover charges 
as well as the weekend’s inappropriate choice of enter¬ 
tainment with respect to our limited dance hall 
facilities. This advice fell on deaf ears; St. Clair pro¬ 
ceeded blindly with his own plans. The result was 
disastrous for the attendees and embarrassing for the 
entertainer. 

The promoter never informed us of expected event 
attendances, resulting in the understaffing of 
bartenders. Additionally, the Sunday event had to be 
canceled due to St. Clair’s failure to arrange for a 
sound system. 

Since that event, the trauma continues. Per our writ¬ 
ten agreement with him, we gave Mr. Adams a percen¬ 
tage of our room sales during Leather Weekend. We 
also gave him a percentage of campsite sales though 
this was not a part of our contract. In spite of our 
generosity and cooperation, St. Clair continues to ac¬ 
cuse us of cheating him. Many times we have offered' 
him the opportunity to audit our accounting. Instead 
of accepting these offers, he is now harassing the 
owner of The Woods — another example of his un¬ 
professional and boorish attitude. We hope that in the 
future, St. Clair Adams will spend more energy on 
event production and less on self-promotion.

Colorado Rocky Mountain 'Bye

While Governor Roy Rom- 
er, Denver Mayor Wellington 
Webb, and other top Col¬ 
orado officials run from one 
forum to another in a desper¬ 
ate attempt to slow down a 
“Boycott Colorado” campaign 
that threatens to badly dam¬ 
age — if not, in fact, destroy — 
that state’s tourism business, 
the boycott itself has appar¬ 
ently caught fire and is grow¬ 
ing daily. Tourism and busi¬ 
ness officials in the Mountain 
State already feel the pinch. 

Webb—who personally op¬ 
posed the newly-passed 
Amendment 2 that prohibits 
laws protecting gays and les¬ 
bians, and whose own city 
has pro-gay legislation on the 
books — even flew to LA last 
week to hawk his wares on 
The Arsenio Hall Show. He 
begged the nation and the 
tens of thousands of annual 
visitors to Colorado ski re¬ 
sorts to ignore the boycott. 

“Long term, this has the 
potential to damage our im¬ 
age, but it’s my hope that 
we’ll be able to overcome it,” 
says the mayor. He also says 
he wants to show that not all 
Colorado voters supported 
the anti-gay amendment. Of 
course, “the potential to dam¬ 
age our image” is precisely 
what this boycott is all about. 

Obviously not all of the 
voters supported the homo- 
phobic amendment, but clear¬ 
ly the majority that did is re¬ 
sponsible for that state’s 
“damaged image.” 

Denver’s convention bu¬ 
reau is reeling, as groups are 
now cancelling planned meet¬ 
ings and conventions in that 
city. Within the past month, 
three major conventions and 
a NOW conference have been 
cancelled, taking with them 
an estimated $10 million in 
revenue. Also, the Conference 
of Mayors say they will de¬ 
cide whether or not to hold 
their planned conference in 
the state next year; Atlanta 
and Philadelphia are expect¬ 
ed to be joined by other ma¬ 
jor cities in passing resolu¬ 
tions banning any travel to, or 
business with, Colorado. The 
Coalition of Labor Union 
Women cancelled a 1,500-per¬ 
son convention planned for 
early next year; a Coalition 
spokesperson explained that 
the group felt it had to do so, 
explaining “we wouldn’t hold 
a convention in a state that 
passed a referendum against 
blacks and/or women.” 

While Colorado’s business 
leaders are reminded of a 
costly two-year boycott of Ari¬ 
zona because of its infamous 
Martin Luther King Jr. Day 
troubles (in which an estimat¬ 
ed $500 million was lost to 
that financially-strapped 
state), they are hoping that 
somehow they can head off a 
similar damaging boycott. 
Arizonans, incidentally, ap¬ 
proved a King holiday in that 
state last month; their state 
leaders acknowledge that it 
was the nationwide boycott 
that Finally “convinced” the 
state’s voters to do so. 

Colorado’s lucrative ski in¬ 
dustry admits it feels the boy¬ 
cott; numerous resorts now 
say they are starting to get 
cancellations; travel agents 
say that many Colorado vaca¬ 
tion regulars are now chang¬ 
ing their plans. 

Colorado’s ski industry re¬ 
portedly produces $1.2 billion 
in direct consumer spending 


and another $113 million in 
local tax revenue — that’s a 
hell of a lot in a state that 
size. Will many of those who 
voted last month to deny les¬ 
bians and gays equal rights 
feel the financial pinch? You 
bet they will, and probably 
sooner than you (or they) 
think. Some of those business 
owners who quietly helped 
pass Amendment 2 will get 
the message, change their 
minds, and help overturn it. 

Boycott Colorado ’til then.

Meanwhile, Georgia Sena¬ 
tor Sam Nunn has finally ad¬ 
mitted that he dismissed two 
former employees a few years 
ago because they were gay; 
the senator, once a candidate 
to become Clinton’s Secretary 
of Defense (he is known to 
want the position) says he let 
the two go because of “securi¬ 
ty reasons” and his fear that 
their homosexuality could 
leave them open to blackmail. 
(Scratch “Secretary” Nunn) . 

Still, it’s practically official 
now: President Clinton will 
most likely name a commis¬ 
sion of sorts to “advise” him 
on lifting the ban against les¬ 
bians and gays in the military, 
and that’s just fine; years of 
deeply imbedded discrimina¬ 


tion have obviously taken 
hold of the military and it 
can’t be reversed overnight. 
Clinton has made the pledge, 
and repeated it time and 
again. It will happen, but we 
must be patient and fair and 
give this guy a little time.

It’s about time: Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein, California’s 
first female senator, will ac¬ 
cept a seat on the senate’s 
powerful Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee; while appearing on a na¬ 
tional television show last 
week, she recommended 
Lieutenant Governor Leo Mc¬ 
Carthy to Clinton as a possi¬ 
ble candidate for Secretary of 
Labor, but I wouldn’t bet the 
mortgage on this one. 

A surer shot is longtime 
gay/Demo party activist Ralph 
Payne moving to Washington 
to serve as a legislative aide 
to Senator Feinstein. 

Mayor Frank Jordan 
clicked a single switch at City 
Hall at 7:45 p.m. on Decem¬ 
ber 1, darkening City Hall 
and the city’s landscape for 15 
minutes in honor of “A Night 
Without Light” to commemo¬ 
rate the AIDS crisis; major 
cities across the country and 
throughout the world partici¬ 
pated, and Jordan commented 
hopefully, “one day soon it’ll be 
a day without AIDS.” 

Many are now calling Jor¬ 
dan’s recent appointment of 
Tony Ribera as the new Po¬ 
lice Chief the best appoint¬ 
ment so far in his nearly year- 
old administration, and many 
gay and lesbian officers I’ve 
spoken with agree that Rib¬ 
era is a “good guy” and a 
damned good opponent.

In the Grrrrrroove

Newsweek finally discov¬ 
ered the Riot Grrrls two 
weeks ago, devoting three 
pages of magazine space to 
this new zine/punk music 
world of feminism 101. To 
celebrate the rise of Riot Gr¬ 
rrls — who’d probably consid¬ 
er me a dinosaur at ten years 
their senior — I’ve dusted off 
my turntable and am actually 
buying vinyl again. 

Among the best of the 
Riot Grrrl bands sire 7 Year 
Bitch from Seattle, and Heav¬ 
ens to Betsy and Bikini Kill, 
both from Olympia. Riot Gr¬ 
rrls are unafraid to show their 
anger, often at the injustices 
done to them as women. 
Heavens to Betsy has an in¬ 
credible song about speaking 
out about incest called “My 
Secret,” and the songs of 7 
Year Bitch are driven by rage 
and are often extremely polit¬ 
ical. For example, “No 
Fuckin’ War,” sung by lead 
singer Selene Vigil, my fa¬ 
vorite female vocalist of the 
moment, advises President 
Bush, “To pull out like your 
father should have,” and the 
band’s angry anthem “Dead 
Men Don’t Rape” is an em¬ 
powering anti-rape tirade. 


Home base for many of 
the Riot Grrrl bands is 
Olympia, Washington, where 
Evergreen College and K 
Records are spawning a 
whole new generation of 
funky feminist rockers. You 
can get on K Records’ mail¬ 
ing list by writing them at 
Box 7154, Olympia, Washing¬ 
ton, 98507. And then you’ll 
probably have to get out your 
old turntable again, too. 

K is also now the label of 
choice for my favorite dyke 
core punk rockers, Toronto’s 
“Fifth Column.” In town two 
weeks ago on their “Tour Of 
Glamour” to celebrate their 
new 45, “All Women Are 
Bitches,” they wooed a full 
crowd at the Chameleon in an 
hour-long set. They per¬ 
formed classic Fifth Column 
tunes like “Bad Madelaine” 
and premiered new ones like 
“Donna,” an ode to our local 
zinester and their part-time 
guitarist Donna Dresch. The 
band was in fine form despite 
too many miles on the road 
and a couple cases of bronchi¬ 
tis. And it’s rumored that lead 
singer Caroline Azar, evil 
tease of a seductress, left a 
trail of broken hearts all the 
way across the country. All I 
know is, last time I saw her 


she was grinning madly and 
about to jump on the back of 
Lynn Flipper’s motorcycle, 
not to be seen again for the 
rest of the afternoon. 

You thought I was kidding 
about gay mail order mad¬ 
ness? Think again, for three 
new ones appeared just last 
week. First came “Out On 
The Street,” a nicely put to¬ 
gether catalog from Toronto’s 
store of the same name; the 
German “Der Katalog” from 
Magnus magazine; and the 
new U.S.-published “H.I.M.: 
The Catalog for the Gay 
Man.” An impressive glossy 
35 pages long, H.I.M bills it¬ 
self as “The Look. The 
Lifestyle. The Catalog.” 

The contents in all of the 
above? You guessed it. Free¬ 
dom Rings, Keith Haring 
goodies, and T-shirts all fig¬ 
ure predominantly, as well as 
travel books, lubes, and pic¬ 
ture frames. I swear, the next 
time I see a tourist sporting a 
pair of Freedom Rings, I’m 
gonna grab those anodized 
hoops and pull, all the while 
shouting some Bimbox-type 
rhetoric as I jam the things 
down their poor unsuspecting 
throats. 

The Bimbox boys have 
been relatively silent recently, 
but those nasty Canadians are 
at it again. Three issues of 88 
Chins, their latest ammo in 
the by-now-getting-tired Tor¬ 
onto zine wars, are out, and 
on a recent visit to their pad, 
I was treated to a quick 
glimpse of forthcoming pro¬ 
jects. These include a new is¬ 


sue of Double Bill and the 
raw footage for Johnny 
Noxzema’s new movie about 
dykes on the moon, starring 
the illustrious GB Jones as 
well as our own Jeffery 
Kennedy and yours truly. But 
since I was coming down 
with a cruel case of bronchitis 
at the time of the screening 
and also fighting off the ador¬ 
ing advances of their 50- 
pound bull terrier, Louise, I 
can’t remember much of 
what I saw. 

Bronchitis has kept me 
stuck at home all week 
coughing, gasping, puking, 
spitting, and wheezing. It’s 
been just a lovely time, made 
bearable only by the thought 
that at last I was getting some 
use from my new VCR. I 
missed Thanksgiving, the 
queer Charlie Brown show 
Good Grief, Ru Paul at Prod¬ 
uct, and everything else going 
on in the world outside my 
four little walls. Languishing 
alone, I watched too much 
Oprah and depressing world 
news, cleaned out all my clos¬ 
ets, devoured about 50 maga¬ 
zines, including the spanking 
new issue of OUT, and 
whipped through the latest 
books from Jeanette Winter- 
son and Margaret Atwood. 

Perhaps the best find of 
my bronchial reading binge 
was the excellent article in 
the November 24 issue of the 
Village Voice entitled “Life¬ 
styles of the Privileged Poor.” 
Written by Ellen Rapp, the 
article describes perfectly the 
psychology behind, and eco¬ 


nomic and political ramifica¬ 
tions of, the mostly well-edu¬ 
cated, white, urban, 20-40- 
year-olds who grew up mid¬ 
dle class but somehow now 
find themselves adults earn¬ 
ing under $16,000 a year. 

As a member of this group 
of “privileged poor,” I was fas¬ 
cinated by Rapp’s examina¬ 
tion of those of us who live 
with three roommates, thrift 
shop for all our clothes, work 
alternative jobs so we have 
time to do our art, but who 
won’t drink anything but pre¬ 
mium beer and eat organic 
produce. 

As Rapp writes, “Since we 
can’t do it all, we make trade¬ 
offs: Vacations but no new 
clothes; dinners out instead of 
a good apartment, a gym 
membership but no health in¬ 
surance.” Anyone who’s been 
feeling a little economically 
alienated would do well to 
check this article out. 

In fact, you should proba¬ 
bly send a copy to your par¬ 
ents while you’re at it. It just 
may help them understand 
why their Ivy League educat¬ 
ed daughter now lives in a 
slummy Mission apartment 
making jewelry. And, hey, if 
you send it in the next week 
or so, you might just get a 
lovely care package in time 
for the holidays, consisting of 
caviar, brie, bottled glacier 
water, and truffles. And if 
you’re really lucky, some toi¬ 
let paper and laundry deter¬ 
gent, too. ▼

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Lists of Gay Scholars: 

Ripe, Good, Exceeding Wise

A year ago, no directories 
of lesbian and gay scholars 
and gay studies existed. If all 
goes as planned, two such di¬ 
rectories will be available in 
the very near future. 

An electronic directory is 
now available via computer 
E-mail from Louis Crew, pro¬ 
fessor of writing at Rutgers 
University. Crew says the di¬ 
rectory contains about 70 list¬ 
ings from around the world 
and he expects it to keep 
growing. 

Martin Duberman, founder 
and director of the Center for 
Lesbian and Gay Studies at 
the City University of New 
York, is compiling a directory 
of people working in gay 


studies, to be published next 
spring. Duberman says his di¬ 
rectory now includes 300-400 
names. 

Crew says his directory, 
which he began eight months 
ago, lists scholars from a wide 
variety of disciplines; as such, 
it “will help lesbigay scholars 
connect, regarding ongoing 
manuscripts, conferences and 
other scholarly projects.” He 
points out that heterosexual 
scholars usually can get feed¬ 
back from colleagues next 
door, but gay or lesbian aca¬ 
demics might find straight 
colleagues uncomfortable re¬ 
viewing their gay studies pro¬ 
jects. 

In addition to the electron¬ 
ic directory, Crew offers a 
bulletin board service for 


sending messages to all sub¬ 
scribers. 

Duberman’s directory has 
been in development for a 
year and a half, he says. It 
will also include scholars 
from many fields, with a 
large number in Film studies, 
history, literary studies, and 
anthropology. 

The CUNY gay and les¬ 
bian center is the only re¬ 
search institute devoted solely 
to lesbian and gay studies.

Pruitt's Gay Military Case 
Revived by Supreme Court

WASHINGTON - The 
Supreme Court on December 
7 allowed a court challenge of 
the Pentagon’s ban on gays in 
the uniformed service to go 
forward, effectively reviving 
the case of lesbian former 
Army Reservist Carolyn 
“Dusty” Pruitt. 

Pruitt, now a Los Angeles 
minister, served in the Army 
from 1971 to 1976 and in the 
Army Reserve from 1976 un¬ 
til 1986. In that time she rose 
to the rank of captain. A pro¬ 
motion to major had been ap¬ 
proved in 1983, but was not 
allowed after her superior of¬ 
ficers learned of her lesbian¬ 
ism though an article in the 
Los Angeles Times. 

She was denied the promo¬ 
tion and was granted an in¬ 
voluntary honorable dis¬ 
charge in 1986 on the grounds 
of her homosexuality. 

For nearly 50 years the 
Pentagon has maintained that 
“homosexuality is incompati¬ 
ble with military service.” Un¬ 
der the policy, the Pentagon 
annually separates an estimat¬ 
ed 1,500 men and women 
from the service, according to 
a General Accounting Office 
report released last June. 

Pruitt has charged that her 
discharge by the Army violat¬ 
ed her Fifth Amendment 
rights to equal protection un¬ 
der the law. However, U.S. 
District Judge William Gray 
threw out the case, deferring 
to the military’s best judg¬ 
ment in the matter. 

The 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals brought the case 
back to life last year, insisting 
that the Pentagon offer the 


court some reasoning behind 
its contested policy. 

Without comment, the 
Supreme Court justices this 
week let stand the appeals 
court ruling, allowing the case 
to go forward. 

The Bush administration 
had argued for the Supreme 
Court to take the case, insist¬ 
ing that the government does 
not need to offer additional 
reasoning for its contested 
policy. 

“There is no good reason 
to require the Army to go for¬ 
ward with this case,” the ad¬ 
ministration argued, saying 
that proceeding with the law¬ 
suit would interfere with the 
“military chain of command.” 

The appeals court had 
ruled that the military’s argu¬ 
ment that societal disapproval 
of homosexuality was 
grounds enough for the policy 
was similar to earlier argu¬ 
ments that societal disap¬ 
proval alone was sufficient to 
deny child custody to an in¬ 
terracial couple. The latter ar¬ 
gument was found unconstitu¬ 
tional in a 1984 Supreme 
Court ruling. 

Solicitor General Kenneth 
W. Starr countered the ap¬ 
peals court comparison by 
noting that, unlike interracial 
relationships, homosexual 
sexual relations are illegal in 
nearly half the states and the 
District of Columbia. 

He also pointed out that 
the Supreme Court in its con¬ 
troversial 1986 Hardwick vs. 
Bowers decision upheld the 
right of the states to declare 
homosexual sodomy illegal. 

While the military defines 
homosexuality as “a propensi¬ 
ty to engage in homosexual 


conduct,” the Army did not 
seek to present any proof of 
such conduct in its argu¬ 
ments. It did, however, refer 
to the 1983 Times article in 
which Pruitt acknowledged 
going through two lesbian 
marriage ceremonies and one 
divorce from a same-sex part¬ 
ner. Neither did she deny any 
lesbian sexual contact during 
her time in the service. 

Homosexual and hetero¬ 
sexual sodomy are both 
barred by the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice. This feder¬ 
al sodomy law is often used 
by military investigators to 
threaten suspected gay and 
lesbian service members into 
accepting dismissals on 
grounds of homosexuality. 

In their arguments, 
lawyers for Pruitt also noted 
that President-elect Clinton 
promised early in the cam¬ 
paign to repeal the contested 
Pentagon policy, which would 
render the case moot. 

Starr, however, countered 
that arguments before the 
Supreme Court cannot be 
based on “extra-record specu¬ 
lation” gleaned from a presi¬ 
dential candidate’s political 
promises. He further suggest¬ 
ed that since the election Clin¬ 
ton has backed off the pledge, 
calling for input from various 
factions on altering the policy 
and writing new conduct reg¬ 
ulations for the Pentagon. 

Clinton and his spokesmen 
have repeatedly stressed that 
they will in fact repeal the 
policy, but are seeking guid¬ 
ance from opposing view¬ 
points on how best to imple¬ 
ment the change. ▼ 


Judge Rebukes Village That 
Discriminated Against PWAs

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - A 
federal judge has ordered an 
upstate New York village to 
accept a shelter for persons 
with AIDS, in what many 
called a first-of-its-kind court 
case. 

U.S. Magistrate Ralph 
Smith ruled December 4 in 
favor of Support Ministries 
for Persons With AIDS, 
which sued Waterford, N.Y., 
after the village changed its 
zoning law to bar the home 
for about a dozen PWAs. 

Smith ruled that the zon¬ 
ing law change violated the 
federal Fair Housing Act, 
which forbids discrimination 
against handicapped people. 

Observers have said sever¬ 
al similar lawsuits have been 
filed in the past, but said the 
Waterford case may have 
been the first in the nation to 
go to trial. 

New York Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Robert Abrams, who 
joined Support Ministries in 
the suit, said it was the first 
New York case to find dis¬ 
crimination against people 
with AIDS under the Fair 
Housing Act. 

“The court’s ruling is an 
important victory for the 


rights of disabled persons and 
people with AIDS to be pro¬ 
tected against discrimination,” 
Abrams said. 

Smith issued a strongly- 
worded decision saying Wa¬ 
terford Mayor Francis Fal¬ 
cone “coerced, intimidated, 
threatened, or interfered 
with” attempts to establish 
the shelter, which was to be 
located in a 15-bedroom 
house built in 1880 as a home 
for Catholic priests. 

Falcone and hundreds of 
residents who showed up at 
public meetings on Support 
Ministries’ plan expressed bit¬ 
ter opposition to allowing the 
AIDS shelter in Waterford. 

“These are drug abusers, 
alcohol people, homeless peo¬ 
ple that they want to bring to 
a village of 2,500 people a half 
a block from a school. A 
block from two playgrounds. 
No, I really don’t want to see 
them in my village,” Falcone 
told reporters after a Novem¬ 
ber 1990 meeting during 
which the zoning law was 
changed. 

Falcone, who lives on the 
block where the shelter was 
to open, could not immediate¬ 
ly be reached for comment. 

Smith wrote that many 
Waterford residents had “bad 


information” about the effects 
of the shelter on the village. 

“The presence of a group 
home for persons with AIDS 
would not pose any signifi¬ 
cant threat to the health or 
safety of the members of the 
community in which it was 
located as there is no way 
HIV can be transmitted sim¬ 
ply from persons with AIDS 
living in the neighborhood,” 
Smith wrote. 

He also noted residents 
were to be carefully screened 
and required to sign a pledge 
to abstain from drugs and al¬ 
cohol, with violators immedi¬ 
ately expelled. 

The judge noted anony¬ 
mous threats to burn the shel¬ 
ter if it were established, and 
in his decision warned resi¬ 
dents of the village against 
“rash, irresponsible behavior 
against the facility, its staff, 
and its residents.” 

“While this court is sensi¬ 
tive to the feelings of the res¬ 
idents of the Village of Water¬ 
ford and aware that there 
may be resentment by some 
that a court is imposing upon 
their preference to control 
their own affairs, ours is a na¬ 
tion of laws,” Smith wrote. 

Waterford is just north of 
Albany, N.Y.T

It was a momentous occas- 
sion. Even the rains waited 
until it was over. There on a 
makeshift wooden platform 
stood a famous non-gay ac¬ 
tress saying “we” when talk¬ 
ing about the Los Angeles 
Gay and Lesbian Community 
Services Center; an LA may- 
oral candidate who intro¬ 
duced a resolution into the 
City Council banning all city- 
related travel to Colorado; a 
city redevelopment planner 
who said the Center was the 
“centerpiece” of a plan to re¬ 
develop Hollywood; a County 
Supervisor who remembered 
the Center’s origins; a gay 
judge with AIDS who re¬ 
membered the Center’s histo¬ 
ry and asked to be remem¬ 
bered; and a tenacious board 
fundraiser and the former ex¬ 
ecutive director with a dream. 

On Sunday, December 6, 
they stood before that dream 
realized — the new 45,000 
square foot Center at 1625 N. 
Hudson Avenue in the heart 
of Hollywood, ironically the 
onetime Internal Revenue 
Service building where the 
first Center workers received 
their nonprofit status 20 years 
earlier. 

And as rainbow-colored 
flags flapped in the threaten¬ 
ing wind, as 100 or more 
chilled but cheering Center 
supporters watched, board 
Co-chair Ed Gould, ex-Center 
Director Torie Osborn, City 
Councilmember Mike Woo, 
County Supervisor Ed Edel- 
man, actress Judith Light, 
Judge Rand Schrader, and 
others officially clipped the 


ribbon and opened the doors 
to the new facility of the 
world’s oldest and largest gay 
social services agency. Last 
year the Center, with an an¬ 
nual budget of $7.4 million, 
served more than 65,000 
through one or more of its 
nine programs. 

“This buidling symbolizes 
what miracles can happen in 
hard times,” said Light, not¬ 
ing the passage of Colorado’s 


anti-gay Amendment 2 and 
the “mean-spirited” decade 
through which the dream sur¬ 
vived. 

The new buidling symbol¬ 
izes gay and lesbian pride, 
Schrader said, and all the 
hard work of those who 
strove to achieve it. “We sur¬ 
vived because there was mag¬ 
ic, a spirit and inner determi¬ 
nation that would not give 
up,” he said.V

New Stonewall President 


Colorado Slides, 
Stumbles, Falls

While city officials, celebri¬ 
ties, and lesbian and gay and 
AIDS organizations around 
the country are slowly com¬ 
ing out in support of the Col¬ 
orado boycott, Denver Mayor 
Wellington Webb is waging a 
public relations battle to stem 
the tide of boycott support 
following the passage of anti¬ 
gay Amendment 2. 

But when music industry 
publicist Philip Lobell and 
David Smith, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Los Angeles chap¬ 
ter of the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation 
found out that Webb had ar¬ 
ranged an appearance on the 
Arsenio Hall show December 
2, they contacted Hall’s pro¬ 
ducers and secured Smith an 
invitation. Webb and Smith 
each had five minutes to state 
their case. Webb noted that 
Denver would suffer econom¬ 
ic hardship and had joined a 
lawsuit to prevent Amend¬ 
ment 2 from overturning 
their local gay and lesbian 
civil rights ordinance. Smith 
countered that the passage of 
Amendment 2 was symp¬ 
tomatic of a larger national 
crisis and if not stopped now, 
“it’ll spread.” 

Tennis star and Aspen res¬ 
ident Martina Navratilova has 
also joined the lawsuit to 
overturn Amendment 2, and 
has come out in support of 
the boycott. However, says 
her agent Linda Dozoretz, 
Navratilova does not yet 
know “to what degree.” She 
is currently out of the country 


on a promotional tour but in 
a December 1 commentary in 
USA Today, Navratilova said 
unequivocally: “If Amend¬ 
ment 2 is not overturned, I 
will move out of Colorado. I 
will not pay taxes in a state 
that does not recognize me as 
an equal citizen.” 

Meanwhile the Colorado 
boycott is gradually gaining 
allies. According to Smith, 
who seems to be taking the 
lead in the boycott effort, talk 
show host Joan Rivers and 
writer Nora Ephron have 
“signed on,” and New York 
City’s Mayor David Dinkins 
is expected to issue an execu¬ 
tive order a ban on city-relat¬ 
ed travel to Colorado. City 
Council member Mike Woo 
has proposed a similar resolu¬ 
tion which the Los Angeles 
City Council is expected to 
vote on shortly. 

Though the American 
Foundation for AIDS Re¬ 
search (AmFAR) realized 
they would lose a consider¬ 
able amount of money, they 
nonetheless pulled out of the 
recent Land Rover 24 Hours 
of Aspen event. “The decision 
to withdraw our participation 
is not an easy one for Am¬ 
FAR to make,” wrote Presi¬ 
dent of the Board Dr. Mervyn 
Silverman in a letter faxed to 
Colorado Governor Roy 
Romer on November 20, not¬ 
ing the “substantial loss” of 
funds involved. “However the 
public policy ramifications of 
Amendment 2 far outweigh 
the other aspects.of being in 
Aspen at this time.” 

According to Smith and

Stonewell Gay Democratic 
Club, one of the many San 
Francisco queer Democratic 
clubs, has a new president who 
wants to create a “harmony of 
voices” to combat what he 
called a “bumbling” Mayor 
Frank Jordan. 

Meanwhile, Ralph Payne, 
the out-going president, who 
tendered his quiet resignation 
notice in a letter to the club last 
week, has landed a job with 
California Senator, Diane 
Feinstein. 

In a phone interview with 
the Bay Area Reporter, Steve 
Kline, the new president, com¬ 
plained that “the mayor just 
gives [our community] lip serv¬ 
ice.” 

Kline thinks it would be 
premature to lay out specific 
goals until February, when he 
hopes to become formally 
elected by the club’s member¬ 
ship. In the short-term, Kline 
wants to focus on bringing 
together the different political 
clubs “to make sure we have a 
loud, strong gay voice.” 

“There needs to be a coor¬ 
dination and discussion in 
order to create a louder noise,” 
Kline told the B.A.R. We don’t 
have to agree on all the issues, 
but we need to work together, 
and produce a harmony, not 
solo performances.” 

Robert Barnes, president of 
the Alice B. Toklas Les- 


Marvin Davis, who has con¬ 
siderable investments in As¬ 
pen, contacted celebrities and 
other powerbrokers to pres¬ 
sure AmFAR to reconsider 
their pullout. Davis is a “50 
percent owner” in Aspen Ski¬

noting that Alice jointly pro¬ 
duced a 1992 election door- 
hanger with the Harvey Milk 
Progressive Democratic Club 
last November. 

Barnes added, “I think that 
everybody plays a role. Some¬ 
times those roles are intertwin¬ 
ed and sometimes they’re not 
and we’ll work on our different 
paths.” 

Political Veteran 

Kline, a veteran political 
consultant, made a name for 
himself in Marin County 
where he recently managed 
three successful Supervisorial 
campaigns in the last two 
years. Kline also said he won 
five school tax measures in 
Marina and Sonoma counties, 
with at least 70% of the vote 
each time. 

In San Francisco, he suc¬ 
cessfully consulted Julie Tang 
to win municipal court 
judgeship and directed field 
operations for the 1991 Domes¬ 
tic Partners campaign. But his 
dark-horse candidate, Andy 
Nash, placed a distant third in 
a BART race last November. 

In all, he’s consulted and 
managed 37 races during his 
career. 

“Steve Kline is a wonderful 
person,” said Barnes. “He’s got 
a lot of political experience 


sponsors of the Land Rover 
event which netted $135,000 
ear-marked for AIDS re¬ 
search.

As for Payne, Kline politely 
commended him for being 
very committed to health 
issues. 

“Ralph wanted to re-open 
education to gay men on safe 
sex,” Kline said. 

Payne was president for less 
than a year, during which time 
he oversaw Stonewall’s 
distribution of safe sex 
literature to city bars, discos 
and sex clubs. He also helped 
raise money for and awareness 
of women’s health issues. 

In his new position with 
Senator Feinstein, Payne will 
“serve in a critical capacity,” 
said a Feinstein spokesperson, 
“guaranteeing that those 
writing to the Senator will get 
timely responses.”

NY Battle over Grade School 
Gay Curriculum Gets Nastier

The New York City school 
system’s attempt to introduce 
a gay-positive curriculum in 
its grade schools has resulted 
in a heated battle, culminat¬ 
ing last week in the central 
school administration’s un¬ 
precedented removal of a lo¬ 
cal school board that resisted 
the change. 

New York City’s school 
system is one of many around 
the nation that have wrestled 
with whether, and/or how, to 
teach students about gay-relat¬ 
ed issues, but it apparently is 
the first that has tried to im¬ 
plement a gay issues curricu¬ 
lum among students as young 
as seven years old 

The study guide behind 
the controversy, called “Chil¬ 
dren of the Rainbow,” covers 
multicultural issues and in 
one section urges first-grade 
teachers to tell children that 
gays and lesbians are “real 
people to be respected and 
appreciated” and to discuss 
lesbian and gay parents so 
children in gay families are 
not “made to feel different.” 

Several of the 32 local 
school districts in New York 
at first resisted the curricu¬ 
lum, but most so far have ac¬ 
cepted it, with some agreeing 
to a compromise that intro¬ 
duces the material in the fifth 
or sixth grade. 

But District 24 in Queens 
refused to accept the curricu¬ 
lum at any grade level, and 
on November 30 school board 


members boycotted a meet¬ 
ing that Schools Chancellor 
Joseph Fernandez had sched¬ 
uled to resolve the matter. 
The next day, Fernandez in¬ 
definitely suspended the Dis¬ 
trict 24 school board and or¬ 
dered three aides to take over 
the operations of the district. 
It was the first time in the 22- 
year history of the decentral¬ 
ized New York school system 
that a school board had been 
suspended for violating in¬ 
structional guidelines. 

“I am truly saddened that 
we have had to come to this, 
saddened by the irony that 
teaching children the fourth 
‘R’ — respect for their neigh¬ 
bors and themselves — has 
brought on the hateful con¬ 
demnations that I have heard 
and read over the past several 
months,” Fernandez said at a 
press conference. “We need to 
end the divisiveness and get 
on with the task at hand: rais¬ 
ing a generation of children 
who love and care about their 
neighbors and who respect 
themselves and where they 
come from.” 

Fernandez said in his state¬ 
ment that the three aides will 
work with parents and teach¬ 
ers to devise an acceptable 
study guide that includes 
lessons about lesbians and 
gays. He did not say when, or 
if, the school board will be al¬ 
lowed to take office again. 

School board member 
Teresa Feddern accused Fer¬ 
nandez of trying to force chil¬ 
dren to believe something to 


which their parents may ob¬ 
ject. 

“I don’t have a problem 
with telling children to re¬ 
spect a [gay] person, but this 
is condoning the lifestyle,” 
said Feddern, referring to a 
sentence that tells teachers to 
“increase the tolerance and 
acceptance of the lesbian/gay 
community.” 

The school board refused 
to negotiate on the matter, 
Feddern said, because “the 
compromise was that we had 
to accept this at some grade 
level. We don’t think that this 
is appropriate at any grade 
level. The parents in this dis¬ 
trict don’t want it either.” 

In his press statement, Fer¬ 
nandez accused school board 
members of mounting “a ma¬ 
licious, highly-organized cam¬ 
paign to distort the content 
and objectives” of the teach¬ 
ers’ guide. 

For example, he said, op¬ 
ponents of the curriculum 
falsely charged that first- 
graders would be told about 
same-gender anal and oral 
sex. 

The type of curriculum 
New York is implementing 
should be introduced through¬ 
out the country, said Robin 
Kane, spokeswoman for the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. 

“All this is saying is that 
gay and lesbian people exist, 
and that children should be 
aware of gay and lesbian fam¬ 
ilies and should be sensitive 
to other kids,” she said. In ad¬ 


Judge Blasts Prosecutors in 
Florida Witch Hunt of Dee Jay

FORT LAUDERDALE - 
A Broward County judge 
lashed out at police for abus¬ 
ing the judiciary and tossed 
out most of the evidence pros¬ 
ecutors gathered against a ra¬ 
dio personality accused of 
drug and pornography 
charges. 

Circuit Judge Sheldon M. 
Schapiro effectively killed a 
year-long investigation against 
Bill Tanner, former host of 
WPOW-FM’s “Tanner in the 
Morning” show, October 26. 

Prosecutors said after the 
hearing they would consider 
appealing the judge’s deci¬ 
sion. 

A detective obtained two 
search warrants last year for 
Tanner’s Plantation home 
and said officers confiscated 
LSD, marijuana, cocaine, and 
a videotape that showed a 
teenager striking a sexual 
pose. 

Tanner was arrested on 
drug and pornography 
charges and resigned from 
the station. 

Schapiro said Plantation 
detective Donald Lipps made 
“a mockery” of the judicial 
system when he got two 
judges to issue the search 
warrants. 

“This effort involved the 
misrepresentation and distor¬ 
tion of favorable facts, and 
omission of unfavorable facts 
to judges carrying out their 
constitutional mandates,” 


Schapiro wrote in the ruling. 

“This abuse of the judicia¬ 
ry by well-motivated but 
overzealous police officers, 
who ware not willing to fol¬ 
low the very law that they are 
sworn to enforce, results in a 
waste of taxpayers’ money, 
the supression of evidence of 
possible criminal activities 
and a lessening of confidence 
by the citizenry in the very in¬ 
stitutions which separate a to¬ 
talitarian form of government 
from a true democracy,” the 
ruling said. 

Plantation Police Chief 
C.E. Sharrett Jr. said he was 
concerned about the ruling 
and would talk to Lipps 
about it. 

Schapiro targeted a num¬ 
ber of violations. He said 
when Lipps sought the first 
search warrant from Circuit 
Judge Mark A. Speiser, he al¬ 
leged an unnamed juvenile 
“had been given LSD and 
marijuana and had been sexu¬ 
ally molested” by Tanner at 
his Plantation home. 

Schapiro said Lipps failed 
to tell the judge the youth 
thought Tanner lived in Pem¬ 
broke Pines, not Plantation, 
and had alleged it was anoth¬ 
er former Power 96 personal¬ 
ity who had given him the 
LSD. 

Schapiro said Lipps failed 
to tell the judge the youth’s 
statements were taken at 
Memorial Hospital’s psychi¬ 
atric ward, where the teen 
was taken after threatening to 


kill himself. 

The judge noted that in 
court Lipps said he did “what¬ 
ever would get him the 
search warrant for the Tan¬ 
ner residence” and he admit¬ 
ted he left out the informa¬ 
tion which would likely not 
result in the issuing of the 
warrant. 

Schapiro criticized Planta¬ 
tion police for seizing pic¬ 
tures, books and videotapes 
that had nothing to do with 
the controlled substances 
sought in the warrant. He 
said the police search team 
also rushed into the house 
without knocking or announc¬ 
ing why they were entering 
the premises. 

Lipps received a second 
search warrant from Judge 
Thomas Coker Jr. after he 
said there was evidence in the 
house of sexual pornography 
involving children. 

Schapiro said he failed to 
tell Coker his witness previ¬ 
ously told police he gave in¬ 
formation “because he was 
upset with Mr. Tanner and 
because he was drunk.” 

In a statement released af¬ 
ter the hearing, Power 96 
Vice President Greg Reed 
said there were no immediate 
plans for Tanner to return to 
the air. 

“But he is a great radio 
programmer, did a great job 
for Power 96 and his re-em¬ 
ployment is something we 
will explore,” Reed said in 
the statement. ▼ 


dition, Kane said, gay and les¬ 
bian children will have an 
easier time accepting their 
sexuality if gay-positive 
lessons are introduced at an 
early age. 

The National Education 
Association (NEA), the na¬ 
tion’s largest education group, 
recommends gay-sensitive 
lessons in the schools and 
counseling services for gay 
students, but leaves it up to 
individual school districts to 
decide when such programs 
should begin. 

New York City apparently 
is the first school district in 
the nation to recommend dis¬ 
cussions about gays and les¬ 
bians in the first grade, said 
Carol Watchler, a New Jersey 
teacher and president of the 
NEA’s gay and lesbian cau¬ 
cus. But, she emphasized, 
many other school districts 
around the country have in¬ 
troduced gay topics at higher 
grade levels, and few have en¬ 
countered problems. 

In Chicago, for example, 
gay sensitivity lessons begin 
in the eighth grade, and 
teachers and counselors re¬ 
ceive training to ensure that 
they treat gays and lesbians 
in a nonjudgmental manner, 
said Laura Johnson, facilitator 
for the family life/AIDS edu¬ 
cation program for the Chica¬ 
go Public Schools. Parents 
are given the option of taking 
children out of such classes, 
she added; Johnson said the 
school system has no statistics 
on how many parents do so. 

The suburban Chicago- 
area Oak Park and River For¬ 
est High School also urges its 
teachers to treat homosexual¬ 
ity in a nonjudgmental fash¬ 
ion, said the school’s associate 
superintendent, Dr. Frank 
Danes. But the gay-sensitive 
1989 policy came about only 
after a heated battle between 
conservative residents and 
those parents, teachers, and 
administrators who supported 
the policy change. 

Another confrontation oc¬ 
curred in 1990, in Fairfax 
County, Virginia, a conserva¬ 
tive area just outside Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 


The proposal there, to start 
talking about lesbian and gay 
issues in the ninth grade, fi¬ 
nally received wide support 
after the release of a federal 
government report that indi¬ 
cates gay and lesbian 
teenagers are three times 
more likely to commit suicide 
than straight teens, said Jerald 
Newberry, coordinator of the 
family life education program 
for the Fairfax County 
Schools. 

“Once members of our 
community realized the num¬ 
ber of students who try and 
are successful at suicide, it be¬ 
came almost a moral impera¬ 
tive to deed with this issue,” 
he said. 

As in Chicago, parents in 
Fairfax County can pull their 
children out of class on the 
days gay-related topics are 
discussed, but, Newberry 
said, only 1.5 percent of 
parents do so. “This has been 
amazingly successful,” he 
said. 

The much-lauded Project 
10 program in the Los Ange¬ 
les Unified School District — 
which provides an extensive 
network of counseling ser¬ 
vices for gay students and 
sensitization lessons for all 
students — ran into trouble in 
1988, when a California as¬ 
semblywoman tried to elimi¬ 
nate all state funding for the 
Los Angeles schools until the 
district dropped the program. 
The legislator’s effort failed, 
and the program has since ex¬ 
panded, said Dr. Virginia 
Uribe, founder and coordina¬ 
tor of Project 10. 

San Francisco has one of 
the nation’s most far-reaching 
programs. Starting in high 
school, the school system be¬ 
gins integrating discussions of 
same-gender anal and oral sex 
into the general sex education 
curriculum, said Dr. Beverly 
Bradley, supervisor of health 
programs for the schools. 

“If we speak only about 
vaginal intercourse, we ex¬ 
clude 10 percent of the popu¬ 
lation,” she said.V

Polker Face: Neighborhood Gets Facelift, 
New Customers

Once a peerless hub for 
shopping and nightlife, Polk 
Street is now set to reclaim 
its place among the city’s hot 
spots, neighborhood mer¬ 
chants believe. New construc¬ 
tion in the vicinity, plus a 
more active merchants associ¬ 
ation, has caused an influx of 
customers to rediscover the 
area, business owners say. 

“We’re getting a lot more 
traffic this year than in past 
years.” Headlines owner 
Andy Kramer says. “We had 
more business for Halloween 
than we have had in ten years 
and it has continued through 
November and December.” 

Increased traffic is attribut¬ 
ed in part to a new parking 
garage at the comer of Polk 
and Bush streets and a new 
post office on Pine Street. Re¬ 
tailers also credit the Polk 
District Merchants Associa¬ 
tion with sufficiently improv¬ 
ing the neighborhood to at¬ 
tract shoppers. 

And, shop owners agree, 
good news about the econo¬ 
my, coupled with President¬ 
elect Bill Clinton’s victory, 
can’t hurt business either. 

“The elections were a re¬ 
lief for everybody,” Fields 
Book Store owner Richard 
Hackney says. “People are 


not so angry. They’re in a bet¬ 
ter frame of mind and have 
hope for the future.” 

But, Hackney says, the re¬ 
cession of the last two years 
didn’t hurt business at the 
bookstore that specializes in 
philosophical and spiritual 
writings. 

“During a downturn, book¬ 
stores usually do well — espe¬ 
cially a metaphysical book¬ 
store, because people are 
seeking answers,” according 
to Hackney. 

Fields manager Ron Kirk 
says the Polk District Mer¬ 
chants Association has done a 
lot to improve the neighbor¬ 
hood’s business climate. For 
the first time since 1988, there 
was a Polk Street Fair last 
summer, which will be re¬ 
peated annually for at least 
five years. The association 
has also improved street light¬ 
ing, decorated Polk with 
Christmas garland, and initiat¬ 
ed a storefront decorating 
contest. 

Kirk says the merchants 
association also worked with 
San Francisco police to get 
more patrols in the neighbor¬ 
hood, cutting down on crime. 

“The merchants associa¬ 
tion has been revitalized,” 
says Le Salon manager Jim 
Welch. 

Welch says the recession 


didn’t affect business at Le 
Salon, partly due to loyal reg¬ 
ulars at the 25-year-old adult 
emporium. 

“I’ve got some customers 
who make a yearly trek to 
San Francisco and they al¬ 
ways come here,” Welch says. 

Across the street at Front 
Lyne Video, owner Henry Sil- 
berberg reports his business 
proved “recession proof.” 

“We never got struck,” Sil- 
berberg says. “People would 
rather spend a dollar and be 
at home than spend $8 and go 
out to a movie.” 

Glen Pedersen, owner of 
Papa Joe’s Sandwich Shop, 
says, “things are kind of on a 
positive upswing. We’ve been 
very steady throughout the 
recession. ... I think people 
have a little bit more confi¬ 
dence.” 

Headline owner Kramer 
says he has seen a lot of 
changes on Polk Street in the 
15 years his store has been 
there. Kramer also has stores 
in the Castro and downtown 
on Market Street. 

“Polk Street was for focal 
point of the entire city,” Kramer 
says. “There were hundreds of 
stores and restaurants. It was a 
hub of the city. Everything 
comes back again and Polk 
Street is coming back. 
This city is 100 percent filled 
with people. We live in a city 


where you can’t build any¬ 
thing new; you have to fix 
what’s old.” 

As the business climate on 
Polk Street and beyond be¬ 
gins to improve, Kramer is re¬ 
vamping his stores to meet 
shoppers’ needs. The Market 
Street store has been expand¬ 
ed to four-times its original 
size and redecorated. It now 
includes a wide variety of 
new products such as vintage 
clothing, housewares and a 
large selection of shoes and 
boots. 

“We’re going to go from a 
neon-filled store of the ’80s to 
a new look for the ’90s, of 
iron-clad columns and natural 
wood floors.” Kramer says. 

Kramer plans to revamp 
his Polk and Castro stores 
next year. 

“The economy is getting 
better and people’s attitudes 
are getting better,” he says. 
“People want to change and 
they see that change starting. 
Nobody wants to be down in 
the dumps.” 

Jose Ponce and Robert 
Daily, owners of The Gate 
bar and restaurant, say it’s too 
early to tell if good news 
about the economy is helping 
business. 

“The atmosphere is 
better,” Daily says. “Everyone 
is happier with the incoming 
Clinton administration.” 


Ponce and Daily call them¬ 
selves the new kids on the 
block, since they bought The 
Gate last March and opened 
the restaurant in July. The 
Gate is located at the corner 
of Pine and Jones streets, not 
far from Polk. 

“Everyone asked why we 
we opened the restaurant 
with the economy looking as 
bad as it has been. We just 
didn’t read the book,” Daily 
says. “Neighborhood cus¬ 
tomers are very supportive 
and encouraging, so you want 
to say, ‘what recession?’ be¬ 
cause they certainly helped us 
pay the bills.” 

For the holidays, The Gate 
is holding a canned food drive 
to benefit Project Open Hand. 
Ponce and Daily hope to col¬ 
lect 1,000 cans for the meals 
on wheels program for people 
with AIDS. 

Kirk of Fields Book Store 
sees Polk Street’s diversity as 
one of its biggest selling 
points. 

“Polk Street, more than 
any other street in the city, 
has a real electric mix of peo¬ 
ple,” Kirk says. “Unlike Cas¬ 
tro, which is all gay, or Union 
Square, which is all yuppies, 
it has people from every stra¬ 
ta.” 

“Polk street is never dull,” 
adds Hackney. ▼

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Church for Christmas: 

The Neighborhood Gears Up

Small gay business owners 
along Market Street between 
Church and 16th say that cus¬ 
tomers are spending this year, 
but it’s too early to make pre¬ 
dictions about the Christmas 
season. 

“It’s a little early to say. 
Some people wait until the 
last minute to do their shop¬ 
ping,” says John Brickett, 
owner of Set Your Table. 
“We’ll take a look at Christ¬ 
mas Day and see what hap¬ 
pens at that point.” 

Set Your Table, a fine chi¬ 
na, flatware , crystal, and gift 
shop, is now in its 15th 
Christmas season at 2258A 
Market Street. 

“There are so many differ¬ 
ent factors that can affect 
your business. For example, 
the first day it rains, things 
will slow down, but the sec¬ 
ond day, people will come 
in,” he explains. 

Brickett says that he’s no¬ 
ticed a changing mix of cus¬ 
tomers — from young to old — 
that’s representative of the 
gay community’s diversity. 

“We’re getting a very 
eclectic mix. There’s always 
been a market for fine china 
and that market hasn’t 
changed. It’s when people 
reach a point of wanting to 
move up a little from Mel- 
mac. Maybe they’re entertain¬ 
ing and want to do it with a 
little more flair,” he says. 

In order to compete eco¬ 
nomically, small businesses 
must emphasize personal ser¬ 
vice, Brickett says — and 
among the services his store 
offers are gift registrations for 
single customers, as well as 
for gay couples who are cele¬ 
brating special events like 
birthdays or anniversaries. 

“I’m on a first name basis 
with many customers,” he 
tells the Bay Area Reporter. 

Brickett says that although 
the economy is down, he 


thinks “a lot of people” feel 
that there will be a 
turnaround in the economy. 

Lou Briasco, owner of 
Michael Bruno, a luggage, 
leather goods, and gift store 
at 2267 Market Street, says 
that merchants change with 
the times in order to meet the 
needs of their customers. 

“We’ve diversified as the 
economy has changed in or¬ 
der to provide what cus¬ 
tomers can afford. We’re sell¬ 
ing more backpacks made out 
of cordura nylon than 
leather,” Briasco says. 

And, although the store 
stocks big-ticket exotic skin 
wallets, it also stocks and sells 
more $30 wallets. 

Five years ago, the store 
didn’t have many of the spe¬ 
cialty photo frames that now 
decorate Briasco’s window 
display — but now those are 
perhaps the biggest hit of all 
with his clientele. 

“We work with customers. 

I really enjoy dealing with 
people and telling them to 
bring the photo in, and I love 
putting the pictures in the 
frames,” he says. 

As economic and fashion 
trends change, Briasco says, 
the small business owner 
needs to be able to “adjust 


very quickly.” 

The Christmas season for 
Briacso has been affected by 
the city’s Market Street 
streetcar reconstruction pro¬ 
ject, a subject that he’s ex¬ 
tremely vocal about. 

Customers had to negoti¬ 
ate “an obstacle course” of 
roadblocks and construction 
work to get to the store and 
he’s furious that the recon¬ 
struction was planned to get 
underway during a peak 
shopping season. 

“It was an ill-conceived 
pork barrel project,” he says. 
“My business was down over 
10 percent in November,” he 
says. 

After eight years in busi¬ 
ness, Briasco is concerned 
that the overhead trolley car 
will “bring gawkers, not shop¬ 
pers.” 

Omar Hampton, owner of 
Earthtones, a popular gift and 
home decorating accessories 
shop at 2323 Market Street, 
tells the B.A.R. his customers 
are now less interested in big- 
ticket items than in more 
moderately priced gifts for 
friends. 

Although shops like Earth- 
tones have a reputation for 
quality items, Hampton says 
he’s made sure that they are

“timing was unfortunate,” the 
Aspen community supported 
the event, because it was for 
AIDS research. 

“We do engage in politics 
to the extent that we have a 
public policy office specifical¬ 
ly marshalling federal re¬ 
sources in fight against 
AIDS,” says AmFAR commu¬ 
nications manager Eric Stoltz. 
“Part of our mission is to ex¬ 
plain the public policy ramifi¬ 
cations of legislation and pol¬ 
icy as it effects AIDS and for 
[Russell] to say that AIDS is 
not a political issue is naive at 
best.” 

The $135,000 has been 
placed in trust with the As¬ 
pen Foundation, the philan¬ 
thropic foundation of Aspen 
Skiing Company, Russell 
says. They established “an 
arm of the foundation specif¬ 
ically for AIDS research” a 
week before AmFAR pulled 
out. “Rather than scramble 
around,” Russell says, “we 
prefer to hang on to money 
and decide who the benificia- 
ry would be.” She says that 
several AIDS organizations 
have applied for the money, 
including the World Health 
Organization, Sloan-Kettering 


AIDS wing, and the Colorado 
AIDS Project. 

Russell confirms they “had 
conversations with” Elizabeth 
Glaser’s Pediatric AIDS 
Foundation, but “no flat out 
offer” was made. “They said 
that AmFAR was so influen¬ 
tial, they didn’t feel like get¬ 
ting into politics,” Russell 
says. 

“We were asked, but be¬ 
cause Pediatric AIDS is com¬ 
pletely opposed to Amend¬ 
ment 2, we chose not to,” ac¬ 
cept the money says Marian 
Jones, Administrative Coordi¬ 
nator. “Our three co-founders 
suggested that if the money 
was to be received by any¬ 
body, it should be put into ef¬ 
fort to overturn the Amend¬ 
ment. “But at same time they 
don’t want to halt any for¬ 
ward movement of research 
on AIDS.” 

AmFAR will continue to 
award grants or fund AIDS 
research in Colorado “if any 
come through,” Stoltz says, 
though he knows of only one 
current project. Meanwhile 
letters of support for Am- 
FAR’s position continue to 
come in - with large checks to 
help “off-set the loss.” Stoltz 
says that so far AmFAR’s col¬ 
lect $15,000 from 15 letters 
specifically mentioning the 
Colorado boycott, two of 


which were negative and one 
of those included a $1,000 
check. 

Meanwhile Russell says 
that the Aspen Skiing Compa¬ 
ny has tried to counter the 
boycott by taking out adver¬ 
tisements in publications such 
as in the Hollywood Reporter 
pointing out that Aspen op¬ 
posed Amendment 2 and has 
protected gay and lesbian civ¬ 
il rights since 1977. She says 
that they have received a 
“few calls but not a significant 
number” about the boycott 
and they are booked “100 per¬ 
cent” for Christmas. “I think 
that while they are unhappy 
with the Amendment, once 
[guests] understand, they real¬ 
ize that Aspen should not be 
targeted by a boycott.” 

“Marvin Davis and people 
who actively oppose the boy¬ 
cott should have exerted this 
amount of energy before the 
Amendment 2 passed,” says 
GLAAD/LA’s Smith. “[But] 
there are many alternatives 
for people who want to get in¬ 
volved in this fight. People 
should do what’s most com¬ 
fortable for them. We firmly 
believe that the boycott is the 
best action. But the bottom 
line is that everybody who 
has a heartbeat should get in¬ 
volved in bring down Amend¬ 
ment 2.” ▼

in reach of his customer’s 
budgets. 

“We have items from $9.50 
and up,” he says. “It’s still ear¬ 
ly to tell what the season is 
like but I think it’s picking 
up.” 

Fred Lech, owner of Cen¬ 
trum, a ’50s “pre-owned and 
pre-loved” decorative arts, fur¬ 
niture, and lighting store at 
2166 Market Street, says that 
although he’s “noticed a little 
less foot traffic and maybe 
less Japanese tourists,” that 
there’s always a market for 
his merchandise. 


“We’re a specialty store 
and part of our business is 
selling pieces to collectors. If 
we have the piece, they find 
the money,” he says. 

Lech tells the B.A.R. that 
his business is cyclical and 
that Christmas shoppers often 
come to purchase items for 
friends who may have a col¬ 
lection. 

“If a person has a friend 
who collects Fiestaware for 
example, or if a collector gets 
money for Christmas, they’ll 
usually come in,” he says. ▼

Focus on... STOP AIDS Project

It is estimated that 43 per¬ 
cent of San Francisco’s gay 
and bisexual men are now in¬ 
fected with HIV, and while 
new infection rates are 
nowhere near the 1982 level 
of 20 percent annual increas¬ 
es, this year the health depart¬ 
ment estimates there will be 
1,000 new infections — 65 per¬ 
cent of which will be among 
gay and bisexual men. 

Whatever the rate is, it’s 
too high for the San Francis¬ 
co STOP AIDS Project, 
which continues to work to 
stop the transmission of HIV 
in the community. 

The STOP AIDS Project 
was formed in 1984 with the 
goal of reducing high-risk sex¬ 
ual behavior, and thereby re¬ 
duce and possibly eliminate 
the spread of HIV. It began as 
a collaboration between Larry 
Bye, who had a background 
in social marketing, and Sam 
Puckett, a consultant to the 
San Francisco Department of 
Health who has since died of 
complications from AIDS. 

Because Bye and Puckett 
realized that if they were go¬ 
ing to change behavior they 
needed to do research, they 
began holding “focus groups” 


of gay and bisexual men 
where they could ask ques¬ 
tions and get honest answers. 

“What we noticed from the 
focus groups and a survey we 
did,” says Bye, “was [that 
there was] a need for an inter¬ 
personal component in pre¬ 
vention. It couldn’t all be 
done in a clinical setting, with 
targeted media campaigns. 
People needed to have face to 
face interaction with each oth¬ 
er about this disease. 

“Then one day the light 
bulb went on in my head — 
the focus groups we were do¬ 
ing for research were actually 
helping, by giving gay men a 
safe place they could talk 
about their fears and the ef¬ 
fects AIDS was having on 
their lives.” 

“The Conversation,” a one¬ 
time four-hour discussion 
group, was born. 

The “conversation” meet¬ 
ings, conducted by trained 
volunteer facilitators, took 
place in the homes of volun¬ 
teer hosts and gave between 
eight and 15 participants the 
opportunity to discuss the im¬ 
pact of AIDS on themselves 
and their community. 

The meetings continued 
until mid-1987, at which time 
the rate of new infection 


among gay and bisexual men 
was approaching zero and 
safer sex practices seemed to 
be the community norm. 

Project organizers felt they 
had reached their goals and 
the meetings ended. The or¬ 
ganization then began operat¬ 
ing as a resource and training 
center to help people in other 
cities start their own STOP 
AIDS Projects modeled after 
San Francisco’s. 

“In retrospect, ending the 
standard meetings may have 
been a little shortsighted,” 
says Ken Jones, current exec¬ 
utive director of STOP AIDS 
San Francisco. 

“Nothing had prepared us 
to deal with so much loss and 
grief and fear over such a 
long period of time. For 
many people their entire sup¬ 
port network had been deci¬ 
mated by AIDS and there 
was no one to talk to. 

“They go to the bank and 
the bank teller is dead. They 
go to the pharmacy and the 
pharmacist is dead. They go 
to the flower shop and the 
florist is dead. This has an ef¬ 
fect on the choices you make 
everyday, including what 
kind of sex you have. People 
need to feel they’re not alone. 
They need to get support from 
others who are going 
through the same thing.” 

“Also,” adds Dan Wohlfeil- 
er, the project’s education di¬ 
rector, “we began to see a lot 
of young men who were just 
coming out having unsafe sex, 
and some men who previous¬ 
ly had been committed to 
practicing safe sex started to 
slip back.” 

So in May of 1990, STOP 
AIDS San Francisco again 
started offering meetings. 

And while the model re¬ 
mains the same — some 250 
volunteers still do the street, 
bar, and dance club outreach, 
still call to schedule people 
for meetings, and still facili¬ 
tate discussion groups — there 
have been some changes. 

Jones believes that in some 
ways the project’s earlier ef¬ 
forts may have inadvertently 
blunted its own impact on 
those men who are still en¬ 
gaging in unsafe sex. 

“I think we lost them with 
the Nancy Reagan ‘Just Say 
No’ philosophy.” Jones tells 
the Bay Area Reporter. “Ini¬ 
tially we were talking about 
100 percent safe sex 100 per¬ 
cent of the time, and that was 
not relevant or meaningful in 
some men’s lives so they 
blew us off. Now we’re look¬ 
ing at more harm reduction. 
Simply put — if you used to 
get fucked, 83 times, up the 
butt with no condom every 
day, and now you only get 
fucked up the butt 26 times a 
day, we’re gonna stroke you 
for having made that change. 

“The theory being you 
made that change, you know 
you can do it, and you take 
the next step, and the next.” 

In addition to its current 
work, the project will add 
some new programs soon, in¬ 
cluding workshops on eroti¬ 
cizing safe sex and meetings 
for couples. “When we look at 
the data,” says Jones, “it tells 
us that when people are in 
love, and they have their hon¬ 
ey, they engage in unsafe sex. 
The couples’ workshop will 
address intimacy issues and 
the art of negotiation.” 

Although STOP AIDS San 
Francisco served as the na¬ 
tional model for other pro¬ 
jects around the country start¬ 


ing initial meetings, San 
Francisco now follows the 
lead of groups it helped get 
off the ground when it comes 
to offering workshops beyond 
the original model. 
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“I think San Francisco lost 
a little ground when they shut 
down,” says Julia Salazar, di¬ 
rector of education for Project 
Lifeguard, formerly STOP 
AIDS Los Angeles. “We’re 
still a STOP AIDS model, 
we’ve just expanded. We be¬ 
came very concerned with 
preventing relapse — guys 
who committed to safe sex 
years ago, at a meeting, but 
are falling back into unsafe 
practices — so we developed 
some programs that would 
appeal to people who had al¬ 
ready attended the basic 
meeting.” 

In addition to the basic 
meeting, Project Lifeguard of¬ 
fers four other workshops, all 
with balmy Southern Califor¬ 
nia-type names: HEAT, (HIV 
Education And Treatment); 
SEA, (Self-Esteem and Atti¬ 
tudes); SAND, (Sex And 
Ninetie’s Dating skills); and 
SHADE, (Safe Hot And 
Damn Erotic sex). 

Project Lifeguard also 
changed its name in an effort 
to become more positive and 
pro-active. “We did marketing 
studies and found the stop 
sign was a little negative. We 
wanted to emphasize the pos¬ 
itive and show guys having a 
good time,” said Salazar. “As 
a result our ad campaign has 
changed dramatically.” 

Projects in Orange County 
and Chicago have also gone 
beyond the original model. 
The most unique, in compar¬ 
ison to the original model, is 
STOP AIDS Chicago. 

Chicago initially targeted 
the general population, not 
just gay and bisexual men, 
and their first funded project 
was for Latino outreach. 
They also offer programs 
specifically for African Amer¬ 
icans, women, and the physi¬ 
cally challenged. 

Matthew Denckla, north- 
side program co-director for 
STOP AIDS Chicago, says 
that while it is harder to oper¬ 



ate a coherent agency and ad¬ 
dress the needs of so many 
groups, in Chicago it is neces¬ 
sary. “In the ’80s you could 
[use] the excuse ‘it’s mostly ef¬ 
fecting the gay and bi com¬ 
munities,’ but today that’s not 
true. We saw a need for the 
program to go beyond gay 
and bisexual men so we got 
up the gumption and did it.” 

But the demographics of 
the disease in San Francisco 
don’t warrant expansion of 
the program to other commu¬ 
nities, according to Joe Fera 
of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. “In San Francis¬ 
co,” Fera states, “the epidemi¬ 
ology remains strongly in the 
gay and bisexual communi¬ 
ties. If we were to see more 
women at risk in this city, it 
would be appropriate to ex¬ 
pand the model to other com¬ 
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munities.” 

Wohlfeiler agrees. “We 
have no plan to expand our 
outreach beyond gay and bi¬ 
sexual men,” he says. “Sixty 
percent of the new infections 
are in that group and there is 
a tremendous need for us.” 

“The reason the project is 
so successful,” adds Jones, “is 
because of the peer to peer 
model. It’s peer identification, 
peer support and peer pres¬ 
sure that make STOP AIDS 
work. We are always here to 
help other groups who want 
to adopt the model, but our 
hands are full helping the gay 
and bisexual men that have 
been disproportionatly im¬ 
pacted by AIDS.” 

Within the coirfmunity of 
gay and bisexual men howev¬ 
er, STOP AIDS San Francis¬ 
co is targeting subgroups. 
The organization employees a 
part-time youth coordinator, 
who concentrates on men un¬ 
der 25, and a men of color 
project coordinator. 

Men of color coordinator- 
Tommy Huie says his job is 
to ensure that men of color 
are well represented in meet¬ 
ings, outreach, and volun-

teers, and that the organization 
provides a safe space for them. 

“Most AIDS agencies that 
target people of color aren’t 
gay and bi specific,” Huie said, 
“and gay men don’t always 
feel comfortable in those 
groups. We are reaching a 
population which hasn’t been 
targeted by others.” 

Is STOP AIDS having an 
impact in San Francisco? An 
evaluation program (in part¬ 
nership with the University of 
California at San Francisco’s 
Center for AIDS Prevention 
Studies) is encouraging. 

A confidential survey of 
participants in STOP AIDS 
meetings shows that of those 
who reported having unpro¬ 
tected anal sex in the six 
months prior to the meeting, 
60 percent reported no unpro¬ 
tected sex six months later. 
And while 14.2 percent of the 
people attending a meeting 
had not had an antibody test, 
that number dropped to 8.4 
percent six months later. 

In addition, the number of 
those who volunteered for an 
HIV-related organization near¬ 
ly doubled six months after at¬ 
tending a STOP AIDS meet¬ 
ing. 

“The very idea of ordinary 
gay men getting together in a 
group and discussing intimate 
aspects of their lives is very 
valuable. [It] helps us as a com¬ 
munity not feel isolated, and 
takes away some of the bur¬ 
den we all feel in our lives,” 
says Fera. ▼

State May Apply HIV Test Retroactively 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The California Supreme Court 
ruled unanimously December 3 that a state law requiring 
AIDS testing for anyone convicted of a sex crime can be ap¬ 
plied retroactively. 

The court said a blood test for AIDS was not a “punish¬ 
ment” so retroactive application of the 1989 law did not violate 
the U.S. Constitution’s prohibition against “ex post facto” 
penalties. The court said the law’s purpose, to prevent the 
spread of the deadly disease, was “objectively legitimate.” 

The ruling upheld the sentence given to Thomas Scarth 
McVickers, who was convicted of committing a variety of sex¬ 
ual offenses with minors between 1983 and 1988, before the ef¬ 
fective date of the statute. McVickers was sentenced to 23 
years in prison and ordered to take a test for AIDS in 1989. 

The court rejected McVickers’ arguments that the manda¬ 
tory test was an illegal search. Rather, the court said, the test 
was an inconvenience that did not rise to the level of punish¬ 
ment and would not violate privacy rights because the results 
would not be disclosed to the public. 

Blood Bank License Suspended 

PALATKA, Fla. (UPI) - The Putnam County Blood Bank’s 
license has been suspended by federal regulators after inspec¬ 
tions revealed the bank had accepted blood donations from 
people who had once tested positive for HIV. 

A statement by the Food and Drug Administration said it 
believed none of the donated blood came from people who 
were HIV-positive and the discrepancies were caused by test¬ 
ing inconsistencies. 

The questionable blood is being recalled by the blood bank 
as required by the FDA, and hospitals and doctors who re¬ 
ceived the blood are being notified. 

Operation of the 40-year-old Palatka blood bank has been 
taken over by the Civitan Regional Blood System in 
Gainesville. 

It will be renamed the Putnam Community Blood Bank and 
operate as a Civitan branch under Managing Director Belinda 
Scott of Civitan. 

“What you are required to do is have an audit trail from 
donor to recipient,” Scott explained December 4. “The prob¬ 
lem you run into is that in 1988 and 1989 the blood donated 
most likely will have been transfused to the patient or discard¬ 
ed by now because it is outdated. 

“By notifying the hospital they can identify the patients. 
These patients need to be made aware of the situation,” she 
said. 

Scott said the problem resulted when donors who had been 
rejected once because of a positive HIV test returned to the 
blood bank and tested negative, resulting in their blood being 
accepted. 

FDA procedures require use of the more comprehensive 
Western Blot Test before taking donations in such cases. 

“Most likely what happened is a false positive,” Scott said. 
“How to determine whether that is true is the Western Blot. 
Either those were not performed or we can’t find documenta¬ 
tion.” 

The bank’s establishment and product licenses were sus¬ 
pended by the FDA on November 6, based on inspections 
made between September 1 and October 6. 

These inspections revealed deficiencies, FDA spokeswoman 
Monica Revelle said. 

“We want to make sure the blood supply is safe,” she said. 
“We do take this seriously.” 

HCA Putnam Community Hospital administrator Pat Gray 
said area hospitals began receiving their blood supplies from 
Civitan last week. 

“We are following the same guidelines as when the AIDS 
scare first came out...and strongly recommend testing by your 
own physician if you suspect anything,” Scott said. 

Gene Buchanan, blood bank president, said he expects the 
problems to be resolved. 

“It’s a temporary suspension. What we’re working on right 
now is to clear any problems with the license. We don’t antic¬ 
ipate we have any bad blood out there,” Buchanan said. 

Study: Guantanamo is 'HIV Prison Camp' 

MIAMI (UPI) - A Yale Law School study says about 275 
Haitian refugees are being held in what amounts to an “HIV 
prison camp” at the U.S. Naval base at Guantamano Bay, 
Cuba. 

The report, released December 1, was written by a group 
of Yale students, professors, and lawyers, who were the first 
outsiders to be allowed into the camp since the U.S. govern¬ 
ment closed access last summer. 

The group is suing the government on behalf of the 
refugees. 

Those held at the camp are Haitians infected with the virus 
that causes AIDS and their dependents who, the government 
says, have plausible cases for political asylum. They have not 
been taken to the United States because of a law that bans 
people with HIV from entering the country. 

The Yale group called Guantanamo an “HIV prison camp,” 
and described conditions there as deplorable. 

The report said some of those at Camp Bulkely have be¬ 
come despondent, and two men have committed suicide. 

“What makes Bulkely especially insufferable, according to 
the Haitians who have lived there nearly a year, is the sheer 
tedium,” the report said. “They describe a typical day [as] wak¬ 
ing up, showering, eating, thinking, sleeping.” 

The Navy said it had not seen the report and could not re¬ 
spond in detail, but said improvements have been made in the 
past several months. 

“The Department of Defense and the Joint Task Force have 
put forth a lot of effort and money in providing for the mi¬ 
grants,” said Navy Lieutenant Commander Morgan Smith. 
“We’re trying to make them as comfortable as possible under 
a difficult situation.” 

The report describes overflowing latrines, clogged sinks, 
and showers that have turned into mosquito breeding pools. 


NY Debates Bias Bill

NEW YORK - Anticipat¬ 
ed mayoral challenger Ru¬ 
dolph Giuliani joined Repub¬ 
lican City Council members 
and the Staten Island father 
of a slain gay man at a De¬ 
cember 1 press conference to 
endorse an anti-bias bill. 

Giuliani said the bill, 
which would increase possi¬ 
ble civil penalties for bias-re¬ 
lated violence, is important in 
an environment of increasing 
bias-related crimes, including 
those against gay men and 
lesbians and other minority 
groups. 

But he repeated his opposi¬ 
tion to the “Rainbow Curricu¬ 
lum” that a Staten Island 
school board and several oth¬ 
er boards have opposed be¬ 
cause it attempts to teach tol¬ 
erance of gays and other mi¬ 
nority groups to city school 
children. 

The curriculum, meant to 
prevent gay-bashing, has led 
to a standoff between the dis¬ 
sident school boards against 
the mayor and his schools 
chancellor. 

“It’s the degree to which 
the curriculum has gone,” 
Giuliani said in the City Hall 
rotunda for a news confer¬ 
ence about the bias bill. 

“From my point of view, 


that is not appropriate materi¬ 
al to put into the hands of a 5-, 
6-, or 7-year-old. I am fully in 
favor of children understand¬ 
ing that they have to and 
should love people of differ¬ 
ent backgrounds who are not 
the same as them, people who 
are different, people who 
have different sexual orienta¬ 
tions, whatever,” he said. 

Giuliani stood with 
Michael Zappalorti, whose 45- 
year-old son James was bru¬ 
tally murdered January 22, 
1990, in what prosecutors said 
was an anti-gay attack. Two 
men were convicted in the case 
and one was sentenced to 18 
years to life and the other to 25 
years to life in prison. 

“If we don’t learn the les¬ 
son that results from the 
senseless murder of a Jimmy 
Zappalorti, then the ugly face 
of hate is destined to rise out 
of the gutter again and again,” 
said Council Minority Leader 
Fred Cerullo. 

Republicans have flocked 
to be listed as sponsors of In¬ 
tro. 558, which has support of 
both the mayor and council 
leadership to strengthen civil 
remedies for victims of bias 
crime. 

With 30 sponsors already, 
guaranteeing passage, the bill 
is to be voted on by the Gen¬ 


eral Welfare Committee De¬ 
cember 16. 

By contrast, Republicans 
in the state legislature have 
blocked inclusion of gays in a 
state bill to increase criminal 
penalties in bias-related 
crimes. 

“It makes a very important 
statement that hopefully our 
state legislators will then fol¬ 
low,” Giuliani said of the 
city’s bill. 

“When a person is a victim 
of a crime because of their 
sexual orientation, there 
should be significant separate 
penalty.” 

A spokesman for state 
Senate Majority Leader 
Ralph Marino, said later, 
“Our bill does indeed include 
gays.” 

He said state Republicans 
favor a bill that names no spe¬ 
cific groups and gives the sen¬ 
tencing judge an option, not a 
mandate, for more stringent 
sentences in bias cases, while 
a memo to the bill lists gays 
and other groups. 

Howard Katz of the NYC 
Gay and Lesbian Anti-Vio¬ 
lence Project, said, “We say 
that’s not a bias bill. That is 
not society specifically con¬ 
demning bias-motivated moti¬ 
vated acts of violence.” T

Steve Abbott 
1943-1992 


Steve Abbott, a well-known San Francisco 
poet, novelist, essayist, editor, and Haight-Ash- 
bury fixture, died December 2 at age 49 of 
AIDS complications. Abbott, who’d lived in 
San Francisco for over 20 years, was an editor 
of Poetry Flash, and from 1980-84, he pub¬ 
lished Soup magazine. 

Among Abbott’s many works were five 
books of poetry (including the acclaimed Lives 
of the Poets, Skinny Trip to a Far Place, and 
Wrecked Hearts); three of fiction (two novels 
and a three-act play); and one of criticism, the 
well-received View Askew: Postmodern Inves¬ 
tigations, which collected many of the essays 
he’d written for the San Francisco Sentinel. 
His essays, reviews, and criticism also ap¬ 
peared in The Advocate, the James White 
Review, the Bay Area Reporter, and SF Weekly. 

Of Abbott’s first novel, Holy Terror, Den¬ 
nis Cooper wrote that it was “an unnervingly 
precise tampering with one of contemporary 
literature’s richest and least utilized subjects, 
religious devotion.” And William Burroughs 
called it a “good reading, well-written and ex¬ 
tremely knowledgeable about the subject of 
magic black and white.” In Abbott’s last inter¬ 
view, with the B.A.R.’s Michael Flanagan, he 
described his forthcoming novel, The Lizard 
Club, as exploring “our power to transform 
ourselves, our society, and even our novelistic 
genres. I also wanted to do a book as wacky as 
possible. I had the feeling that with my other 
books some people thought that I was being 
too exaggerated. Wait till they see this one.” 

Abbott, who had a master’s in literature 
from Emory University, taught writing classes 
at the University of San Francisco and at the 
Jack Kerouac School of Disembodied Poetics 
in Boulder, Colo. He is survived by his daugh¬ 
ter, Alysia Abbott; his parents, Francis and He¬ 
len Abbott; his brother, David; sister, Elaine; 
and a host of friends and acquaintances in the 
Bay Area. 

A memorial service for Abbott will take 
place at 2 p.m. this Sunday, December 13, at 
the Hartford Street Zen Center, 57 Hartford 
Street, San Francisco.

Bloodless HIV, 

Hepatitis Tests Announced

GAINESVILLE - A Flori¬ 
da researcher who developed 
a saliva test for HIV an¬ 
nounced December 2 the 
same method shows promise 
in detecting hepatitis B viral 
infections without drawing 
blood. 

The ten-minute test indi¬ 
cates whether someone has 
formed antibodies to the hep¬ 
atitis B virus, an indication 
that the person has been ex¬ 
posed to the disease. 

Dr. Roger Clemmons, an 
associate professor with the 
University of Florida’s Col¬ 
lege of Veterinary Medicine, 
said the test could become a 
screening tool in determining 
who would benefit from vac¬ 
cination against hepatitis. 

“We could prevent the dis¬ 
ease by vaccinating these un¬ 
exposed people so they be¬ 
come immune, and we can 
find out .who the unexposed 
populations are by quickly 
screening out those who have 
been exposed and have anti¬ 
bodies to the disease,” Clem¬ 
mons said. 

“Vaccination won’t do any 
good for the people who have 
hepatitis B or who have al¬ 
ready recovered with lasting 
immunity to it.” 

In a study funded jointly 
by UF and Oracle Diagnostics 
Inc. of San Mateo, California, 
Clemmons has tested the 
technique among hepatitis pa¬ 
tients at the UF health center. 

“The results were so good, 


much better than expected, 
that plans are to continue the 
study in the general popula¬ 
tion,” Clemmons said. 

He presented his results at 
a conference on “Saliva as a 
Diagnostic Fluid” sponsored 
by the New York Academy of 
Sciences. 

“There’s a tremendous 
movement afoot worldwide 
to look at saliva as a means 
for conducting diagnostic 
tests,” said Clemmons. 

He said preliminary data 
suggests his test will be accu¬ 
rate enough to match existing 
blood tests. 

Since it eliminates the 
need for syringes, and be¬ 
cause saliva is considered far 
less likely to be infectious 
than blood products, the test 
is thought to be safer for test 
handlers than current blood 
tests. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control, those at 
greatest risk for contracting 
hepatitis B are persons who 
have heterosexual exposure 
to either a carrier of the dis¬ 
ease or someone infected 
with it. 

“The second greatest risk 
category is homosexual activ¬ 
ity and the third is intra¬ 
venous drug use,” said Linda 
Moyer, a CDC epidemiologist. 

Currently about 300,000 
new cases of hepatitis B are 
being reported annually, Moy¬ 
er said. Approximately 2 per¬ 
cent of those who contract the 
disease will die of acute infec¬ 
tion, and six to 10 percent 


will remain chronically infect- 
ed. 

“These people then join an 
existing pool, meaning that 
there are between 1-1.4 mil¬ 
lion chronic carriers in this 
country at any one time,” 
Moyer said. 

Up to one-fourth of those 
chronically infected with hep¬ 
atitis B develop liver cancer, 
she said. 

While the incidence of the 
disease in the general popula¬ 
tion is low, around 1 to 3 per¬ 
cent, certain groups are more 
likely to test positive for hep¬ 
atitis B, said Clemmons. 

“There are going to be 
groups that have a much 
higher incidence of the dis¬ 
ease, such as people in Third 
World countries,” he said. 
“Even in this country, where 
most of the health care com¬ 
munity is vaccinated, the risk 
of transmitting hepatitis is far 
greater than HIV’ 

Patents are pending on 
Clemmons’ AIDS detection 
test, which involves incubat¬ 
ing a saliva sample with a 
dipstick for five minutes, 
washing the dipstick before 
and after a second chemical is 
added, then applying a devel¬ 
oping compound to obtain 
visible results. 

It also detects the presence 
of antibodies, indicating 
whether the person has been 
exposed to HIV, the AIDS 
virus. ▼

Quan Yin Healing Arts 
Center and the University of 
California San Francisco have 
announced a controlled study 
to determine how effectively 
Chinese herbs may relieve 
symptoms of HIV infection. 

The 12-week study, which 
will be conducted at San 
Francisco General Hospital, is 
the first to apply Western sci¬ 
entific methods in tracking 
the efficacy of Chinese 
medicine in treating HIV dis¬ 
ease, according to Jeffrey Bu- 
rack, M.D., clinical instructor 
of medicine at UCSF. 

“Many of our patients con¬ 
tinue to experience severe 
symptoms even with the best 
available medical care,” Bu- 
rack said in a press statement. 
“Some, whether we like it or 
not, seek alternative thera¬ 
pies. I think it’s time we sub¬ 
jected these alternative thera¬ 
pies to the same sort of rigor¬ 
ous scrutiny we give to main¬ 
stream drugs.” 

The use of herbs is a criti¬ 
cal element in the 5,000-year- 
old practice of Chinese 


medicine, along with other 
methods of treatment such as 
acupuncture and massage. 

Patients selected for the 
study will be randomly as¬ 
signed to receive either the 
herbal preparation or an iden¬ 
tical-appearing but inactive 
placebo for 12 weeks. At the 
conclusion of the study, all 
the patients who received a 
placebo will receive a free 12- 
week supply of the herbs. 

The herbs are given in 
easy to swallow pill form, ac¬ 
cording to Misha Cohen, LAc, 
OMD, who developed the 
preparations known as 
“Essence” and “Clear Heat.” 

“It’s an herbal study, not 
acupunture,” Cohen told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “In some 
ways they work well togeth¬ 
er. In some ways they work 
differently. Acupuncture 
deals with energetics and 
helps in stress reduction.” 

Cohen said the herbs cho¬ 
sen for the study are well 
known anti-retrovirals in the 
Chinese medical pharma- 
cop ia, including honeysuckle, 
jaldenlandia, viola, and isatis.” 

The preparations have al¬

ready been used by Cohen in 
treating HIV patients with no 
significant adverse reactions. 

The study is open to men 
and women 18 years old or 
older, who have a T-cell count 
between 500 and 200 and who 
are HIV-symptomatic. 

“We have room for 30 peo¬ 
ple in the study,” Cohen told 


the B.A.R. “In order for it to 
be significant, we need to 
study between 150-180 people. 
But we need someone to pro¬ 
vide the funding.”

New Video 'To Reach Children 
Before AIDS Does'

San Francisco’s New Con¬ 
servatory Theatre Center’s 
AIDS Education Touring 
Project has reached over 4.5 
million kids to date, all 
through live theater produc¬ 
tions. Now it has the potential 
to reach many millions of oth¬ 
ers, as the subject of a new 
documentary video released 
last week. 

Health In View: The AIDS 
Education Touring Project is 
a 34-minute documentary by 
Catherine Ryan and Hal 
Kobayashi that combines ex¬ 
cerpts from three of the the¬ 
ater company’s productions, 
including dialogue among 
young people that explores 
the impact of the epidemic on 
children and youth. It is de¬ 
signed to give AIDS preven¬ 
tion messages to counselors, 
parents, and youth between 
ages 5-19; its “primary objec¬ 
tive,” according to Executive 
Director Ed Decker, “is to 
reach America’s children be¬ 
fore AIDS does. 


“For some, Health in View 
will be a starting point for 
dealing with AIDS preven¬ 
tion messages for youth. For 
others, the documentary will 
serve as a supplement to an 
ongoing HIV prevention cur¬ 
riculum,” he says 

“It’s a creative approach to 
AIDS prevention, using the¬ 
atre as a model,” Decker tells 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

NCTC’s AIDS Theatre Ed¬ 
ucation Productions have so 
far included Get Real, a play 
aimed at children ages 9-12 by 
playwright Doug Holsclaw, 
and The Inner Circle, an 
AIDS education play for 
teens that is now in its third 
year of international touring. 

“We must provide children 
with age-appropriate informa¬ 
tion integral to their early 
childhood experiences, and 
follow through with preventa¬ 
tive HIV education during the 
challenges of adolescence,” 
Decker says. 

Health in View was spon¬

Queer Watch 


0 Sanguine and 
Subtle Dolores

When I first moved to San 
Francisco three years ago I 
was impressed by the tranquil 
way in which space was 
shared in Dolores Park. Sit¬ 
ting as it does between the 
tony Noe and gay Castro dis¬ 
tricts to its west and the less 
trendy Mission on the east, 
Dolores Park straddles many 
lines (including the Muni’s J 
Church) and therefore must 
serve many diverse needs. 

The steep space functions 
as a series of shelves descend¬ 
ing from 20th Street on the 
south down to 18th Street on

the north, where it faces the 
massive ex-Catholic structure 
of Mission High School. The 
top-most shelf, bordering 
20th, has a spectacular Bay 
view and communicates di¬ 
rectly with trendy Noe Hill. It 
is sometimes called “Castro 
beach” and often inhabited by 
queer sunbathers. 

The next shelf down has a 
playground, and is usually oc¬ 
cupied by moms and kids. 
The third shelf, at the level of 
19th Street, is the favorite of 
drug dealers because of its 
wonderfully inaccessible 
pedestrian overpass above the 
Muni tracks. From this over¬ 
pass, a cautious dealer can 
drift into the park, cross over 
to Church Street to quickly 
fill an order, or flee up or 
down the heavily overgrown 
train tracks. It’s as though 
some evjl-minded city planner 
had designed it for just this 
purpose. 

The next-to-last shelf is a 
large, open dog run, populat¬ 
ed in the late afternoon by 
cultured, cavorting canines 
and their keepers. The lowest 
level is occupied by tennis 
courts; those to the east host 
tennis-playing yuppies while 
those on the west are more 
likely to feature pick-up 
games of basketball. 

Alas, this pretty picture of 
peaceable mixed-use has tar¬ 
nished over the past few 
years as times got harder. A 
new layer of druggy ragga- 
muffins now routinely occupy 
the area just above the west¬ 
ern tennis courts, adjacent to 
the drug-dealing area. There 


are more dealers, and they’re 
more persistent and aggres¬ 
sive than they used to be. 

There’s also more police 
activity, but this is a mixed 
blessing as it tends to increase 
“displacement.” Temporary 
heavy scrutiny of known hot¬ 
spots produces a rash of ar¬ 
rests (really, almost as many 
as you want), some positive 
PR for authorities, and some 
brief relief for neighborhood 
residents. But it really does 
nothing to decrease the over¬ 
all crime rate because the dis¬ 
placed hooligans merely 
move their operations over a 
block or so until things cool 
down. 

So the net effect of in¬ 
creased police activity directly 
in Dolores Park is a sharp in¬ 
crease in criminal activity in 
all the areas just outside of it. 

Homosexual panic attack 

This sort of instability 
tends to nibble away at the 
subtle social barriers and con¬ 
ventions that ordinarily allow 
the diverse cultures to so ef¬ 
fectively ignore each other. 
So it was that worlds collided 
when an affable queer friend 
of mine had a cross-cultural 
miscommunication encounter 
with a dealer about a block 
from Dolores Park. 

Now it so happens that the 
Dolores Park drug dealers of¬ 
ten carry their “stash” in the 
crotch of their pants. The idea 
is to hide it where the cops 
won’t look for it. Of course, at 
this point that’s the first place 
they do look, but such tradi¬ 
tions, once set, tend to persist. 
To advertise their wares the 
canny dealers draw the atten¬ 
tion of potential customers to 
their crotch and then smile or 
wink. 

This behavior, or a pattern 
almost indistiguishable from 
it, has an entirely different 
meaning in the queer culture 
that predominates just a few 
blocks west of Dolores Park; 
there it indicates a lively ro¬ 
mantic and/or sexual interest 
and/or appreciation. It implies 
an invitation altogether differ¬ 
ent from the commercial 
transaction offered by the 
dealer. 

This particular dealer, 
probably about a block fur¬ 
ther west into the queer zone 
than he’d ever been before, 
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looked my friend over, 
grabbed his crotch with both 
hands and smiled broadly. 
My queer friend, always in¬ 
clined to be friendly even 
where he has no direct inter¬ 
est, smiled back and frankly 
checked-out his counterpart. 

As they passed close by, 
the nature of their mututal 
mistake dawned upon them. 
They’d been communicating 
by different wavelengths and 
had failed to note certain ob¬ 
vious indicators. When he re¬ 
alized that he’d just been, ar¬ 
guably, publicly offering him¬ 
self up as fag-bait, the dealer 
had a homosexual panic at¬ 
tack and fled. My friend, 
shocked to think that he had 
unknowingly just about half- 
concluded a crack purchase, 
hurried home while looking 
over his shoulder for police 
cameras. 

"TheLook" 

Hopefully, such mutually 
alarming wire-crossings will 
diminish once the economy 
improves and social unrest di¬ 
minishes. In better times the 
divergent neighborhood 
groups go their separate ways 
with little friction. 

As evidence of this I offer 
the generally low rate of 
queer bashing in Dolores 
Park, even while that crime is 
on the rise elsewhere (notably 
the Castro). An area where 
different cultures touch and 
share space offers plenty of 
opportunities for discord, but 
in practice a “modus operen- 
di” develops. The overall 
peacefull scene is interrupted 
only occasionally, when — as 
above — cues are missed. 

One commonly misinter¬ 
preted cue is “The Look,” the 
notorious emaciated appear-

ance of advanced-stage 
HIVers. This gauntness is, 
sometimes, confused with the 
dry, thin “look” often seen in 
junkies. Passing through the 
intersection at 16th and Mis¬ 
sion — the epicenter of the 
worst precinct in the city, 
known as “the Devil’s Quan- 
drangle” — I am often ap¬ 
proached by heroin dealers 
who mistake the ravages of 
my HIV infection for those of 
prolonged addiction. They 
rarely persist after I decline 
their services, but it does dent 
my self-esteem. 

I can reduce this possibility 
by wearing “Butchy,” my 
black leather “ACT-UP type” 
jacket covered with political 
buttons and Queer National 
stickers. “Butchy” seems to 
deter the dealers. But then I 


draw more anti-gay epithets 
and harassment; this doesn’t 
do much for my self-esteem 
either. 

Ironically, calling the atten¬ 
tion of the police to the situa¬ 
tion rarely seems to help. It’s 
not as though they don’t 
know about it already. Calls 
to report drug crime appear 
to be routinely ignored. At 
least they’re ignored by the 
police; a woman about a 
block from my place got fire- 
bombed by dealers for persis¬ 
tently monitoring their activ¬ 
ity. Most residents feel caught 
between two fires in the “War 
on Drugs,” like neutrals in 
Beruit. Who can blame us for 
putting more trust in local 
conventions and “modus op- 
erendis,” despite their occa¬ 
sional breakdowns? V 


Cardinal Sin: 
Sexual Activity is 
Unacceptable

MANILA Philippines — 
The country’s most influential 
Catholic leader has con¬ 
demned a government “safe 
sex” AIDS-education program 
as “irresponsibile and imma¬ 
ture.’’ 

Manila Archbishop Cardi¬ 
nal Jaime Sin said encourag¬ 
ing people to use condoms as 
a defense against AIDS “pre¬ 
sents promiscuity as re¬ 
spectable” and “offers only an 
inadequate and false securi¬ 
ty.’’ 

“If sexual responsibility is 
taught, AIDS will ultimately 
cease to be a danger to any¬ 
one,’’ Sin said, adding, 
“Promiscuous sexual activity 
is morally unacceptable. 
While the church exercises 
compassion towards AIDS 
victims, [it] remains firm and 
uncompromising in [its] moral 
teaching.” 

Since the epidemic began, 
Philippine health officials 
have publicly encouraged 
safe-sex practices to prevent 
AIDS infection. 

On December 3, President 
Fidel Ramos announced cre¬ 
ation of a National AIDS 
Council to increase awareness 
of the disease. 

It took less than 24 hours 


for the unmarried, ostensibly 
celebate Cardinal to make his 
anti-safer sex position public. 
Since 1984, the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic has killed at least 57 of his 
fellow Philippines, and left 
more than 350 others infected 
with the AIDS virus. 

Meanwhile, in other 
Catholic news 

The Roman Catholic Dio¬ 
cese of Fall River Mas¬ 
sachusetts has agreed to com¬ 
pensate 68 people who have 
claimed James Porter sexual¬ 
ly assaulted them when he 
was a priest in Massachusetts 
more than two decades ago. 

This was the largest group 
of people ever to settle a sex¬ 
ual abuse case with the 
Catholic Church, said Roder¬ 
ick MacLeish Jr., an attorney 
for the alleged victims. 
MacLeish said Thursday that 
all parties involved agreed 
not to disclose the dollar 
amount of the settlement. 
The financial amounts were 
different for each individual 
involved, MacLeish said. 

And in Sheboygan, Wis¬ 
consin, a lawyer claims anoth¬ 
er Catholic priest molested as 
many as 150 boys and girls 
since 1960. ▼

The Bay Area Reporter’s 
ongoing investigation into the 
charges against Forston has 
turned up substantial evi¬ 
dence to challenge the verac¬ 
ity of the 18-vear-old. 

The B.A.R. has a policy 
against repeating the names 
of alleged rape victims, even 
those with credibility prob¬ 
lems. Such a policy is neces¬ 
sary to protect the rights of 
those who have suffered at 
the hands of rapists, even if it 
also regrettably occasion¬ 
ally protects liars. 

As it now stands, virtually 
everyone in Fresno knows 
the name of Mark Forston, 
but they may never learn the 
real identity of his accuser. 

Forston says he has never 
met the young man who had 
signed onto his gay/lesbian/bi¬ 
sexual computer bulletin 
board (BBS) two years ago at 
the age of 16; all he knew was 
the youth used the bulletin 
board to try to entice older 
gay men into sexual situa¬ 
tions. 

At first Forston says he 
warned the boy to stop, and 
when he persisted, Forston 
“kicked him off’ the board. 

Forston and several of his 
friends and fellow computer 
buffs believe that the young 
man’s charges of rape are in¬ 
spired by a desire for revenge 
against Forston for that per¬ 
ceived humiliation. In fact, 
Forston says a young man, 
who identified himself as 
“Brad” and a friend of the ac¬ 
cuser’s, called Fresno attor¬ 
ney Michael McGinnis, whom 
he believed to be Forston’s at¬ 
torney, and told McGinnis 
that the accuser admitted he 
had lied in order to get back 
at Forston. Repeated calls to 
McGinnis to verify the claim 
went unanswered, but 
Forston says that McGinnis 
has turned over a tape or a 
transcript of the conversation 
with “Brad” to his public de¬ 
fender. Forston also contends 
that “Brad” was interviewed 
in silhouette by Glaser, but 
the interview never aired. 
Forston says he expects his 
public defender Garrick By¬ 
ers to subpoena the tape. 

Nonetheless, Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Ralph 
McMichaels asserts that his 
prosecution of Forston on 
felony rape charges will go 
forward based on the charges 
leveled by the 18-year-old. As 
reported in the B.A.R. in the 
past, attempted child molesta¬ 
tion charges against Forston 
stem from what Forston calls 
“police entrapment” when 
Fresno Police Detective 
Frank Clark gained access to 
Forston’s BBS and later al¬ 
leged that Forston “sent” him 
pornography via the BBS 
while Clark was posing as a 
15-year-old. They are separate 
from the “rape” charge subse¬ 
quently leveled by the 18- 
year-old. 

The case, McMichaels in¬ 
sists, is not a vendetta against 
Forston because he is gay. 

“I understand the gay 
rights people have really, to 
some extent, jumped on this,” 
McMichaels said in a phone 
interview in September. 
“Many people may perceive 
Fresno as a cracker town, be¬ 
hind the time in gay rights. 
But that’s not the situation. 
Look at the entire case before 
drawing that conclusion. I 
have total respect for gay 
rights, for people’s right to 
choose their lifestyles. There’s 
nothing immoral in any way, 


in my view, and it’s certainly 
not criminal. In any event, 
this is a separate matter — a 
specific criminal complaint by 
a young man. The computer 
part simply goes to explain 
and clarify how the boy was 
seduced — that’s the crime of 
the case. The other charges 
are there to clarify and cor¬ 
roborate what this young man 
has told us and testified to. 
The attempted child molesta¬ 
tion charges on the computer 
are felony charges as well 
[but they] don’t carry the 
same weight.” 

McMichaels’s case relies 
heavily on the rape charge, 
which the accuser has made 
publicly. 

“He locked the door,” the 
accuser told Glaser. “He told 
me to take off my clothes. He 
took off his clothes. He was 
standing there naked and he 
physically threatened me. He 
held me down on the bed and 
kicked me and touched me 
and fondled me and then ...” 

And then, Glaser contin¬ 
ued, the boy “accuses Forston 
of forcing him to submit to 
anal sex. The boy says he re¬ 
mained silent about the al¬ 
leged attack for 18 months 
until he saw news reports 
about Forston’s arrest [on the 
attempted child molestation 
charges]. The boy points to re¬ 
peated razor marks on his 
arms as evidence of suicide 
attempts triggered by intense 
depression ignited by the al¬ 
leged rape — a rape the boy 
believes is somehow tied to 


Forston’s alleged belief in Sa¬ 
tanic worship.” 

The youth, then 16, was al¬ 
legedly “lured” to Forston’s 
house in order to talk about 
“manhood” — Glaser’s word — 
and to help the 49-year-old 
computer buff “fix” a comput¬ 
er, Glaser reported. 

What Glaser also reported, 
albeit offhandedly compared 
to his hot “exclusives,” is that 
there are no locks in the 
Forston household other than 
those on the front and bath¬ 
room doors, which raises con¬ 
siderable doubt that Forston 
could have “locked the door” 
once the boy was inside. 

But what is much more 
galling to the accuser’s former 
friends are his claims of sexu¬ 
al innocence. 

20-year-old Craig Lewis 
told the B.A.R. he met the 
youth through mutual friends 
at a nightclub called “Bump¬ 
ers” in November of 1990. 
The youth told Lewis that he 
was 18 (when in fact he was 
still a minor) and that he 
wanted to meet Lewis later at 
an after-hours party, accord¬ 
ing to Lewis. After he arrived 
the two talked awhile, 
“cruised,” then went for a 
walk out by the railroad 
tracks, Lewis says. 

“He kissed me. We were 
kissing up there for a while,” 
Lewis recalls. “Then he asked 
me if I wanted to go with 
him. So I followed him to his 
house. We slept together and 
then I left the next morning. 
...When I met him he was

quite happy to be homosexu¬ 
al.” 

Lewis says he met the 
boy’s mother the next morn¬ 
ing as he was leaving the 
house. “It struck me as odd 
that she would allow that to 
go on in her house,” Lewis 
says. “My mother would nev¬ 
er have allowed it [inter¬ 
course] in her house — that’s 
why I don’t live there.” 

The accuser’s mother told 
Glaser in an “exclusive” inter¬ 
view, “[Forston] took advan¬ 
tage of the natural curiosity of 
the child and vulnerability 
and the innocence and just ex¬ 
ploited them.” Yet not only 
does Lewis claim to have met 
her after sex with her son, 
but one young man claims to 
have a photo in his position 
that she took of her son and 
two of his gay male friends, 


all happy and in high drag in 
her house last Halloween. 

Victor Camarillo, 20, con¬ 
firms that the accuser did not 
hide his homosexuality. “I 
met him once at party during 
summer about a year ago,” 
Camarillo says. “Then I saw 
him at a gay bar in the park¬ 
ing lot with some friends. He 
was a real snob.” 

But gradually Camarillo 
says, he became friends with 
the youth and hung around 
the same crowd. “I didn’t see 
him for a while. He got into a 
lot of trouble for selling acid.” 

Camarillo says that this 
past spring the accuser en¬ 
tered Renaissance, a “place 
for troubled kids,” because 
“he couldn’t pay his dealer 
and that’s how he could get 
out of it.” Later Camarillo 
says he saw him at a “rave” 
party where the youth asked 
him if he wanted to buy some 
LSD, which Camarillo de¬ 
clined. At yet another party, 
Camarillo says the accuser of¬ 
fered to sell hallucinogenic 
mushrooms or LSD “for three 
bucks a hit.” 

Another 18-year-old who 
says he is a former friend of 
the accuser, says that the ac¬ 
cuser would do anything to get 
attention. 

“[He’s] living it up [now] be¬ 
cause he likes to be the center 
of attention,” he says. 

It bears repeating, he is the 
center of attention in a felony 
case that could put Mark 
Forston in prison for 
decades. ▼

Y ou’ve heard all the 
bad stuff. A drug 
murder at Haight and 
Cole. A rock musi¬ 
cian shot to death in the Pan¬ 
handle. Aggressive beggars. 
Drunks. Drugs. Trash in the 
street. It’s a familiar litany for 
city dwellers but it doesn’t do 
justice to the Haight, San 
Francisco’s most diverse and 
tolerant neighborhood, one 
with a colorful history, where 
today incongruity is the 
norm. 

If you want to get a handle 
on the Haight-Ashbury of 
1992, picture the former Fo- 
toMat booth at the corner of 
Haight Street and Schrader. 
It’s the drive-up kind you see 
in suburban parking lots, 
which is now home to Mrs. 
Patrisha, a psychic reader and 
adviser who. promises a 98- 
percent accuracy rate. One 
block to the east, you’ll find 
the new home of a very large 
Goodwill boutique, complete 
with a flashy neon sign in the 
window. 

The Round Table pizza 
franchise, after several bomb 
threats, is long gone, but Mc¬ 
Donald’s lives on. The Gap 
thrives. So do umpteen stores 
selling used clothing pack¬ 


Walking the Haight 


aged for the ’90s as “vintage.” 
At the corner of Haight and 
Ashbury, in the new Ben & 
Jerry’s ice cream and yogurt 


shop, a young couple in Army 
surplus jackets, high on some¬ 
thing that looks like ecstasy, 
bounces quarters off the table. 

Across the street in the 
blinding white light of the Z 
Gallerie franchise, a gay cou¬ 
ple bounces up and down on 
a floral love seat, pondering a 
purchase. Outside several 
young people in hippie drag 
drift up and down the street, 
many greeting passers-by 
with a heart-warming saluta¬ 
tion from days gonp by, 
“Buds? Thai buds?” Nearby, 
at the corner of Waller and 
Clayton, the Hamilton Family 


Center, one the city’s most 
successful homeless shelters, 
provides 24-hour emergency 
housing for an average of 57 
people a night, more than half 
of them children. 

Twilight Wharf 

Depending on your point 
of view, the Haight-Ashbury 
has become either a Twilight 
Zone Fisherman’s Wharf — 
without water — or the most 
exciting and user-friendly 
neighborhood in t'he city. 
There’s no denying that an in¬ 
flux of tourists — and Bay 
Area shoppers — takes over

Woman in a Pickle

T raditional American 
circus has a definite 
hierarchy, a pyramid 
of importance that 
ranks the acts. Flying acts 
and large animal acts vie for 
the apex, while hand bal¬ 
ancers, acrobats, contortion¬ 
ists, plate spinners, and jug¬ 
glers descend the list until 
you get, at the bottom, 
clowns. 

Larry Pisoni and Peggy 
Snyder set this pyramid on its 
head when they founded the 
Pickle Family Circus by mak¬ 
ing clowns their featured act. 
Something magic happened 
when star circus alumnus Bill 
Irwin beguiled the crowds 
and Geoff Hoyle chewed the 
scenery. Suddenly, being a 
clown was, well — respectable. 
And consequently, in the 
Pickle, the performer in the 
clown suit matters. 

Lady of the Circus 

Diane Wasnak, star clown 


and four-year veteran of the 
show, admits she used to hate 
circuses. “I didn’t know what 
to look at and the clowns 
looked like something from 
hell. There was something 
creepy about it. Later, I was 
studying with mime master 
Tony Montanaro when Judy 
Finilli called me from the cir¬ 
cus looking for a clown.” 

Montanaro recommended 
her and after a year of phone 
calls and sending videos back 
and forth, she came west to 
join the circus. Her first sea¬ 
son was trying — it was an ex¬ 
tremely hot summer, and the 
last season the Pickles per¬ 
formed outdoors. 

“Luna-sea was a real mon¬ 
ster to set up,” Wasnak ex¬ 
plains. “Four extra rigging 
towers were added to tons of 
bleachers and equipment, 
nearly doing in the cast and 
crew. And people think the 
circus is just a lot of fun!” 

As for her life as a clown, 
Wasnak says, “It’s been a 
wonderful experience. I think 


I found my niche.” Somewhat 
shy and reticent when out of 
“uniform,” Wasnak says she 
admires many of the silent 
clowns. Her character, Pino, 
has a sly, deft way about her, 
much like Harry Langdon or 
Chaplin, and she channels her 
non-verbal energy into physi¬ 
cal expression in the ring. 

An out lesbian, Wasnak 
has encountered no barriers 
in the traditionally family-ori¬ 
ented circus atmosphere. “I 
met my girlfriend in the cir¬ 
cus.” 

Clown to Clown 

Wasnak’s foil this year is 
clown Jeff Raz. The physical 
disparity between the two, 
Wasnak’s petite character 
Pino next to Raz’ man-moun¬ 
tain frame, gives them an in¬ 
stant comic beginning. Com¬ 
pared to him, she looks like 
the mosquito Pino plays at 
one point in the show. 

“Raz is trying to get some 
sleep and I won’t let him,”

The Twyla and Misha Show 


Dancin' to 
the Bank 

by Eric Heilman 

I knew I was in for trou¬ 
ble when the press kit 
for the Twyla 
Tharp/Mikhail Barysh¬ 
nikov show (seen last Friday 
at UC Berkeley’s Zellerbach 
Hall) included recent clip¬ 
pings from such cutting-edge 
publications as Harper’s 
Bazaar, Vogue, Elle, and 
Mirabella. The not-so-lovely 
scent of style — over substance 
— was already in the air. 

And stylish it was: Barysh¬ 
nikov (age 44) and Tharp (51) 
got all dressed up in loose, pa- 
jamas-inspired costumes 
(designed by Isaac Mizrahi), 
they hired a backup ensemble 
of nine dancers, and they put 
on a 90-minute show (plus 
two intermissions) that con¬ 
sisted of nearly two dozen 
danced “vignettes.” These 
episodes mostly featured mu- 
.sic by Sterling Smith, famous 
for his film scores ( Slumber 
Party Massacre III) and his 
“easy listening” tunes for Bar¬ 
ry Manilow and Kris Kristof- 
ferson. 

Needless to say, from a 
musical point of view, it was 
not a challenging evening. 
But the Berkeley audience 
loved every minute: it was 
like watching the Lawrence 
Welk aesthetic transformed 
and transposed for thir- 
tysomethings. I assume 
Tharp, the choreographer for 
this event, had a pleasant 
time as she created move¬ 
ment that equalled the com¬ 
plexity and variety of Smith’s 
jazzy, elevator mood muzak. 


Tharp is famous for her 
stretched, jazz-infused style of 
dancing. She also used to 
make dances that were full of 
intricate spatial patterns and 
inventive, difficult partnering. 
But that takes time and r a lot 
of effort. And what is happen¬ 
ing on the current 24-city 
Tharp/Baryshnikov tour has 
little to do with serious artis¬ 
tic expression. 

Dance Merchants 

Both stars are presently on 
the down side of formerly 
brilliant careers: Baryshnikov 
abandoned his directorship of 
American Ballet Theatre 
when the going got tough — 
and when the deterioration of 
his knees prevented further 
strenuous dancing. Tharp 
bombed with the 1984 Broad¬ 
way revival of Singiri in the 
Rain. Since then, her work 
has become increasingly

repetitive — and commercial. 
The present tour, called Cut¬ 
ting Up (seemingly, a tacit ac¬ 
knowledgement of the work’s 
insubstantial nature), is, in 
fact, all about commerce. 

Tharp and Baryshnikov 
have created what old-time 
promoters most succinctly de¬ 
scribe as a “cash cow.” She 
provides the soft-shoe and he 
provides the “star” recogni¬ 
tion. Together, assisted by a 
minimum of expenses (no or¬ 
chestra, no sets, a few pick-up 
dancers), they rake in the 
moola. 

Tharp’s other conceit, 
choreographically-speaking, is 
to make a series of short 
dances with different theatri¬ 


cal washes (early jazz, Broad¬ 
way, vaudeville, classical, con¬ 
temporary jazz) and then to 
apply the same interpretative 
vocabulary to each “story”. 
Thus, Tharp’s trademarks — 
the shoulder shrug, hip thrust, 
extended leg and shoe slide — 
are repeated in each of these 
thematic contexts. She also 
includes brief — humorous 
and pretentious—quotes from 
the history of dance (e.g., 
Giselle, Swan Lake, After¬ 
noon of a Faun). 

Baryshnikov and Tharp 
do, however, spend a great 
deal of time on the same 
stage, especially during the 
segment after the first inter¬ 
mission called “Bare Bones,” 
where they dance a duet to 
various excerpts from music 
by Pergolesi. But one cannot 
really say that they dance “to¬ 
gether,” especially since the 
two dancers never touch 
each other (partnering is 
something that is apparently 
too old-fashioned, or difficult, 
for Tharp’s present approach 
to choreography). 

Sassy and Labored 

In all fairness, I must ad¬ 
mit there is still a notable 
style, a combination of musi¬ 
cal grace and clarity, that 
makes it fascinating to watch 
Baryshnikov do some easy 


jazz turns and sassy slides. 
But it’s hard to imagine why 
Tharp is still performing; her 
dancing was labored, un¬ 
steady and frequently several 
beats behind the music. 

The last act from Friday’s 
show was called “Food.” It 
consisted of four production 
numbers set in four supper 
clubs (the Palm Court, the Co¬ 
conut Grove, the Rainbow 
Room, and Morton’s in L.A.) 
from four different eras of 
American social and gastro¬ 
nomic entertainment. Each 
interlude was suitably cheer¬ 
ful, jazzy, agreeably bland and 
utterly unworth repeating. 
The solo for Baryshnikov, 
danced to a Frank Sinatra 
recording of One for My 
Baby, One More for the 
Road, was as treacly and 
pandering as dance ever gets. 

The Twyla and Misha 
show proves, once again, how 
easy it is to fool a lot of folks 
for a little amount of time 
when you’re coasting on past 
success and “name” recogni¬ 
tion. The Baryshnikov who 
once shared the stage with 
Gelsey Kirkland in an an¬ 
guished, soul-shattering 
Giselle no longer exists. The 
Tharp who made her last 
great dance, Nine Sinatra 
Songs, in 1982, now simply 
rakes in cash. ▼

Charting the Waters With GAPA

I n the past four or five 
years, GAPA, the Gay 
Asian Pacific Alliance, 
has created its own quiet 
storm in terms of culture and 
gay affirmation. It has also 
helped to weather the slightly 
belated onslaught of the 
AIDS pandemic within the 
Asian-American and Pacific 
Islander communities of the 
Bay Area. 

Waves have spread out 
from this remarkable organi¬ 
zation. It formed a one-on-one 
Asian AIDS home support 
service, G-CHIP (GAPA Com¬ 
munity HIV Project). Mem¬ 
bers organized a pro-sex sem¬ 
inar on Asians in gay porn 
and produced a calendar and 
coffee-table book (Freddie 
Niem’s handsome Men of the 
Moon) filled with neo-classi¬ 
cal photos of both smooth and 
muscular men that served to 
buoy gay Asian pride and 
self-image. Members have 
promoted clubs (Opium and 
Wild Rice Party), beauty con¬ 
tests, and theatre by gay 
Asian writers. 

And for three winters now, 
they have sponsored the 
GAPA Dance Company’s an¬ 
nual concert. The company, 
headed by artistic director 
Voltaire Gungab, has won 
awards for bringing a gay 
perspective to Asian-Ameri¬ 
can dance, both traditional 
and modern. Any of you who 
figured this as an amateur af¬ 
fair will be able to disabuse 
his or herself of this notion at 
this year’s event, “Body 
Songs,” which plays Decem¬ 
ber 12 and 13 only. 

The GAPA company is 
currently working in conjunc¬ 
tion with Jeff Friedman, a for¬ 
mer Oberlin Dance Collective 
featured dancer. In “Body 
Songs,” he dances the solos 
Perestroika and Gyre (music 
by Messiaen), and guest 
dancer Julie Kanter co-chore¬ 
ographs A Left-Handed Com¬ 
plement. 

On the more traditional 
side, Rudy Soriano, ex-assis¬ 
tant dance director of the 
Bayanihan Philippine Dance 
Company of Manila, chore¬ 
ographs the GAPA company 
in Budong, an almost homo¬ 
erotic piece based on a peace 
ceremony between warriors 
of the Kalinga people, once 
famous for their head-hunting 
war parties. 

George Viray and Dino 
Duazo dance the parts of two 
chieftains and are supported 
by Manny Dacalanio, Ken 
Jew, Jesse Cortes, Pedro Vil- 
lamor, and Howard Wong, 
each waving his unique 
brightly woven cloth. To the 
Bayani Tan Ensemble’s live 
traditional Kalinga music of 
brass gongs, a twangy bam¬ 
boo jaw harp, and a flute 
blown through the nose, Sori¬ 
ano demonstrates the proper 
foot movements, imitative of 
bird moves, to accompany the 
dramatic percussion. 

Arrival of the Ancients 

Last on the concert’s bill is 
a collaborative work that 
takes the most risks and may 
turn out to be the evening’s 
piece de resistance. The Nav¬ 
igators is about a traditional 
Pacific Island culture’s pre- 
Western visitation; it concerns 
the arrival of the ancients 
from Old Kahiki to Hawai’i. 
The dance is choreographed 
in modern style by the Jewish 
haole Jeff Friedman and per¬ 
formed by a mixed Asian 
group of dancers to the musi¬ 




cal accompaniment of Patrick 
Makuakane,. a kumu hula 
master whose father is pure 
Hawaiian and whose mother 
is European. 

The six dancers begin 
prone, rolling in oceanic 
waves. Then individuals,^ 
Manny Dumalag and Joseph 
Ong among them, are up and 
wandering through a circle. 
They make rowing move¬ 
ments in the two parallel 
lines of a double outrigger ca¬ 
noe. Several (Jojo Minong, 
Eric Herbas) dance out ges¬ 
tures of listening to the subtle 
differences in waves, which, 
along with star observation, 
informed the navigational 
data base of the ancestors. 

On arrival at the dreamed- 
of islands, two of the intrepid 
navigators lift each other in a 
lyrical duet of intimacies. Be¬ 
hind all of them is the ipu 
gourd drum work of 
Makuakane and his tradition¬ 
al hula style singing of impro¬ 
vised lyrics. “Hoe ikaika, hoe 
wikiwiki. Hoe lo kahi,” is one 
line he chants. It means, “Pad¬ 
dle strongly, swiftly, paddle 
as one.” 

Though busy preparing his 
own halau hula school for a 
centennial event marking the

overthrow of the Hawaiian 
government (to be performed 
January 10 at SF’s Mercy 
High), he wanted to join other 
gay artists on this piece. “Ho¬ 
mosexuality was not frowned 
upon in ancient Hawai’i,” 
Makuakane explains, “but just 
looked at as lovemaking, 
whoever you werq fortunate 
to be with, a man or a wom¬ 
an.’’ 

Hula is what remains of 
the rites-of-passage teaching 
of the old religion, when men 
taught the boys and women 
educated the girls. The Navi¬ 
gators is not hula, but a mod¬ 
ern work based on ancient 
Hawaiian movements. “So I 
was glad to add chants,” 
Makuakane says. “Tradition¬ 
ally, hula dancing was sec¬ 
ondary. The words were most 
important — as spiritual con¬ 
tent, the way to pass on histo¬ 
ry.” ▼

As a 
loyal fan of Sharon McNight, 
I’m pleased to see her so fes¬ 
tively presented to the Silver 
set; the first performance was 
be-Swig-ed and Maillard-ed 
like opening night at the 
opera. Two nights later, the 
official press opening boasted 
Angela Alioto, Wilkes Bash- 
ford, and enough radio “per¬ 
sonalities” to sink a barge — 
royal or scow. 

It’s those at the top of the 
society register, however, 
who will enjoy Sharon the 
most this time around. 
There’s much to be said for 
novelty, but little to be said 
for the Svengali act you’ve 
heard Silver has worked on 
McNight.

T he quick score card: 
Steve Silver’s new 
nightclub, Cyril’s, is a 
fun place. The piles 
of kitsch and layers of faux 
with which it sends-up tradi¬ 
tional glamour are actually 
glamorous in their own way.

Garth Brooks or the tired 
“White Christmas” sing-along 
finale. Only “Broadway Baby” 
and a Craig Carnelia ballad 
offered much in this quick 55- 
minute act. Maybe Sharon 
doesn’t so much need a new 
act, as a chance to do the old 
one for this new audience. 

So what’s next? Will 
Sharon be back at Cyril’s 
with an act that makes us sit 
up? Or will Cyril’s fold? With 
cover, minimum, and tip, it’s 


a $25 per person evening. Sil¬ 
ver won’t say who he’s 
booked next, which means he 
either won’t tell or just 
doesn’t know. Is he winging 
it? That’s the Steve Silver tra¬ 
dition. But although this 
might be fun for him, for 
Sharon’s fans right now, it’s 
simply expensive and insub¬ 
stantial. ▼

A swift odyssey into the 
psyches of junkies — 
one gay, one straight 
— Alan Bowne’s one- 
act play A Snake in the Vein 
receives its involving, enter¬ 
taining West Coast premiere 
at Theatre Rhinoceros’ studio. 

More character driven 
than plot driven, Snake 
charts the downward spiral of 
two junkies sharing a room in 
a New York drug clinic. The 
young rock n’ roller, J.J., has 
just broken his two-day si¬ 
lence. He’s not, he’s absolute¬ 
ly not, he tells his roommate 
simply known as Man, a 
junkie. He’s only here be¬ 
cause he did a little dealing. 
The more J.J. spills his guts, 
the more his roommate wants 
to know. 

To help interrogate J.J., 
Man brings out his secret 
weapon: a hand puppet 
named Cecil the Seasick Ser¬ 
pent. Slowly, with Cecil’s 
help, Man digs deep into J.J.’s 
denial. He is indeed a junkie. 
His favorite pastime appears 
to have been shooting up his 
girlfriend then having explo¬ 
sive sex with her. “I’m her 
special spike,” J.J. tells Man. 
“I’m her sharpshooter.” 

Master Manipulator 

As J.J. reveals the depth of 
his addiction and the dramat¬ 
ic details that brought him to 
the clinic, we see Man, a gay 
former schoolteacher who is 
only in the clinic to regain his 
capacity for the much needed 
rush, begin to manipulate J.J., 
channeling the young man’s 
homophobia and racism to¬ 
ward his own selfish needs. 

We soon find out there’s 
more drug dealing going on 
within the clinic walls than 
there is on the street. Man 
has a hidden supply of smack. 
But as the game plays itself 




out, we see that Man only has 
one vein left, a vein that only 
J.J. can access. 

Through manipulation and 
by preying on the weakness 
known as the male ego, Man 
is able to convince J.J. to per¬ 
form the delicate task of pen¬ 
etrating that one remaining 
vein. The ultimate triumph of 
Man’s domination over the 
streetsmart youth: he makes 
J.J. strip off his hospital garb 
and put on a studded leather 
g-string. 

Simon Not

careen wildly from one ex¬ 
treme to the next. Ably acted 
by Mikael Duden as Man and 
Loren Gosline-Churchill as 
J.J., the tension and the mor¬ 
bid connection between the 
two men is vividly drawn. 

Director Steve Omlid 
allows his actors time for si¬ 
lence and for dramatic pause 
and lets the many issues of 
the play resonate without be¬ 
ing over explained or even 
fully resolved. Issues dealing 
with masculinity, sexuality, 
domination, gay vs. straight, 
hope vs. despair, fly across 
the stage at a furious pace in 
the hour-long production. 
There’s drama and horror 
aplenty, but the humor, black 
though it may be, keeps the 
play afloat and prevents it 
from becoming a turgid 
junkie melodrama. 

When it’s over, one leaves 
with the impression that 
there is nothing quite as vile 
and damaging as intravenous 
drugs. The deeper issues the 
play raises, however, do not 
linger. For all its entertaining 
intensity and flash, A Snake 
in the Vein just barely gets 
under your skin. ▼

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Deadly Drag Duet

S eeing two drag shows 
back to back leads 
me to speculate 
about the history and 
politics of men in women’s 
roles and women’s skirts. 
What is it about Western the¬ 
atre and cross-dressing? From 
the tragedies of ancient 
Athens and the plays of 
Shakespeare to Sarah Bern¬ 
hardt as Hamlet and Milton 
Berle as ... well, whatever it 
was he was doing in those 
dresses ... the theatrical illu¬ 
sion has regularly included 
men and boys playing wom¬ 
en’s roles, and, less 
frequently, women portraying 
male characters. 

We don’t know how the 
(mostly) male audience in 
Greece and Elizabethan Eng¬ 
land responded to men in 
drag (of course, we have no 
idea whatever what the wom¬ 
en thought, but that’s another 
story). There might be some 
clue in the fear expressed by 
Shakespeare’s Cleopatra that, 
in some future play about her 
life, “I shall see/Some squeak¬ 
ing Cleopatra boy my great- 
ness/I’ the posture of a 
whore.” And what must that 
clue have meant when it was 
spoken by a boy, squeaking 
or not, playing Cleopatra? 

Was there some sort of ho¬ 
moerotic charge or some fan¬ 
tastic gender blur? Or did the 
men so artfully portray wom¬ 
en that the audience, charmed 
by artifice, saw women, in 
fancy if not in fact? What 
does it say about the power of 
men, and the oppression of 
women, when the mere pres¬ 
ence of a man in skirts elicits 
laughter? And what is the fas¬ 
cination so many gay men 
have with drag shows? Alas, 
neither Christmas With Judy 
nor The Weber Family 
Christmas provide much in¬ 
sight into these questions, or 
indeed, any entertainment 
value at all. 

Inept Effort 

Christmas With Judy is 
Matthew Martin’s antidote for 
entertaining theatre — an in¬ 
ept effort to impersonate Judy 
Garland, Eartha Kitt, Sammy 
Davis Jr., Peggy Lee, Bette 
David, and Katherine 
Hepburn. The show begins 
with a voice, singing in the 
darkness. “How interesting,” I 
begin to speculate, “we’re be¬ 
ing treated to Martin’s natural 
singing voice, all the better to 
be amazed by his transforma¬ 
tions into these remarkably 
distinct performers.” 

The light comes up to re¬ 
veal a man in loose tights (an 
oxymoron if I’ve ever heard 


onej, wearing a Garlandesque 
wig and over-blouse. There is 
a Christmas tree and a couch 
facing upstage. Sitting all in a 
row on the couch are five wig 
stands — Judy’s guests, don’t 
you know. 

Martin continues to sing, 
lapsing occasionally into a 
Garlandy move or vocal man¬ 
nerism, but never capturing 
the soaring brilliance of Gar¬ 
land’s voice. Martin’s Gar¬ 
land has no energy, no charis¬ 
ma, nothing, in fact, to ex¬ 
plain the powerful, astonish¬ 
ing experience of Judy Gar¬ 
land in performance. The 
voice I first heard in the dark¬ 
ness was the impersonation. 

Martin as Garland intro¬ 
duces Eartha Kitt before the 
lights go out for the first of 
many between-character 
blackouts. Time passes. Mar¬ 
tin appears, sans over-blouse 
and wig, wearing a sort of 
gold lame hat-thing, trilling 
his R’s like a cat in heat, and 
moving, still in those looses (I 
just can’t call them tights), in 
a manner that does not sug¬ 
gest Eartha Kitt. More vague¬ 
ly Earthy sounds, and then 
off to another blackout, and 
Katherine Hepburn. 


Queen of Mean 

This is when I move from 
bored and bemused to very 
cranky. Katharine Hepburn 
has Parkinson’s disease. It is a 
debilitating illness that caus¬ 
es, among other problems, un¬ 
controllable tremors in the 
body, most noticeably in the 
head and hands. Humor 
based entirely on physical 
handicap is not, to my way of 
thinking, funny. At all. In 
Martin’s impression, there’s a 
whole lotta shakin’ goin’ on, 
unredeemed by compassion, 
humanity, or even satire. 
What Martin gives us is 
mean-spirited and nasty. I 
wonder why he wants to em¬ 
body these characters when 
he clearly dislikes them? 

Other bad impersonations 
follow, interspersed with too 
much ersatz Garland. Martin 


uses Garland’s words to tell 
Garland stories, but he misses 
the wry self-deprecation at 
the heart of her funniest tales. 
The evening ends, overlong at 
65 minutes, and I come away 
not understanding why 
Matthew Martin was on that 
stage, doing so badly what 
might have been enchanting.

Twice as Bad 

The Weber Family Christ¬ 
mas was at least twice as bad 
as Judy because it was twice 
as long. Four men, also 
known as Fratelli Bologna, 
are the unpleasantly twisted 
Weber family: Mom, Dad, 
Sally Sue, and the not-quite- 
adopted Bradley. The play is 
heavy on spectator interaction 
and participation — the audi¬ 
ence enters through the We¬ 
ber front door, crosses 
through the unbearable kitsch 
of the Weber family living 
room, and settles in for a bar¬ 
rage of icky food and cheap 
shots. 

The show (that term sug¬ 
gests more coherence than I 
actually observed) is supposed 
to be a spoof or satire of mid¬ 
dle American (and Midwest¬ 
ern) values as defined by the 
kind of people who have nev¬ 
er been west of Manhattan 
and who think there is noth¬ 
ing so stupid that somebody 
from Iowa won’t do it. 

Peculiar People 

Someone clever once said 
that one should either be fun¬ 
ny and vulgar or funny with¬ 
out being vulgar. The We¬ 
bers, and the peculiar people

who drop by to visit, are 
merely vulgar. There are odd 
attempts at funny incest (in¬ 
teresting concept), an alco¬ 
holic Mom Weber who weeps 
for her missing dog but abus¬ 
es her children, and the most 
obnoxious father figure since 
Oedipus. Drew Letchworth’s 
Sally Sue is clearly a man in 
a dress talking in a squeaky 
voice, drifting in and out of 
Valley speak. He and Richard 
Dupell (Mom Weber) seem to 
think anything is funny if it’s 
done by a man in a dress. I 
was not amused. 

At two hours and five min¬ 
utes (with something this re¬ 


lentlessly awful, every minute 
counts), The Weber Family 
Christmas is about one hour 
and 50 minutes of wasted ef¬ 
fort by four actors who did 
not appear to be having any 
fun. The occasional funny mo¬ 
ments would have made an 
entertaining skit, but only as 
a minor part of a longer 
evening devoted to something 
else. As for the men in drag, 
that device played like a 
cheap ploy for laughs. Any 
way you slice it, it still comes 
up bologna. ▼

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Robotic Opera at Artaud 

Heavy Metal

I f you can imagine an 
opera in which there is 
no libretto, in which 
dancers climb into gi¬ 
ant skeletons to play musical 
internal organs, in which mu¬ 
sical robots play themselves, 
in which birth, death, life and 
transformation take the form 
of humorous and mind-bend¬ 
ing images, then you can 
imagine Trigram, a “robotic 
opera” making its world pre¬ 
miere at Theater Artaud 
tonight. 

Trigram is the brainchild 
of artist/sculptor/inventor 
Chico MacMurtrie, who has 
been working on various as¬ 
pects of the show for the past 
ten years with his collabora¬ 
tor, composer Bruce Darby. 
As their creation grew in size 
and complexity, they brought 
in animation scientist and 
technical director Rick Sayre 
and computer programmer 
Philip Robertson. 

Cocteau Twins Redux 

To describe Trigram is no 
easy task. To begin with, it is 
a non-proscenium, multi-sen¬ 
sory experience involving hu¬ 
manoid robotic musical in¬ 
struments that play them¬ 
selves Human dancers, video, 
film, computer graphics, live 
musicians and singers deliver 
a syllabic text instead of 
words. Composer Darby ex¬ 
plains it this way: “We’re try¬ 
ing to create a full experi¬ 


ence, but it’s not about intel- 
lectualizing meaning. The 
show is flooded with 
metaphor.” 

MacMurtrie expounds on 
his concept for the show. 
“The notion of Trigram is a 
mixture of all things,” he 
says. “There’s life; there’s 
death. There are personal as¬ 
pects and things being given 
and things being taken. It will 
be on quite a multi-experien¬ 
tial level.” 

That probably sounds like 
Trigram is another offering 
for the all-in-black South of 
Market arts crowd. Both Dar¬ 
by and MacMurtrie say they 
hope this is not the case. 
They’re as interested in at¬ 
tracting theatergoers who 
might be downtown seeing 
Robert Goulet in Camelot a s 
they are in attracting SoMa 
artistes. 

Says Darby, “It is accessi¬ 
ble because of the humor. We 
were jokingwith our publicist 
that it has the same accessibil¬ 
ity as Cirque de Soleil.” Mac¬ 
Murtrie agrees and adds, 
“The show is a little out there 
for everybody, but I think ev¬ 
eryone who sees it will get 
something out of it. The more 
normal people are, the more 
they can get pulled in and get 
a hit from it.” 

Goddess Factor 

The structure of Trigram 
is not governed by a descrip¬ 
tive narrative, but rather by a 
series of images incorporating 


the various robotic creations, 
the humans and the environ¬ 
mental installations. But the 
robots seem to have more 
personality than the humans. 
Only performance artist Nao 
Bustamante comes *close to 
embodying an actual charac¬ 
ter. She will depict a Kali-like 
goddess out of Indian mythol¬ 
ogy who, although hideous to 
behold, looks upon people 
compassionately. “Kali is in¬ 


tense,” Darby says. “She is 
strong and destructive, but 
not for the sake of violence 
and vengeance. She is not so 
much about killing as she is 
about destroying aspects in 
life that create pain and suf¬ 
fering.” 

Other characters in the 
dramatic weave of Trigram 
include Rahula, a giant god¬ 
like robot, a symbol of overcon¬ 
sumption that depicts the 



evils of society, and a trio of 
horny skeletons. The humor 
that Darby hopes will make 
the show more accessible is 
evident in the trio of skele¬ 
tons. One of them is the 
horny bishop who, when in 
motion, is a chorus of clinging 
and clanging as he bangs his 
cow bell hat and, as MacMur¬ 
trie puts it, “whacks his pud.” 
His groin area is a boiler 
mechanism that heats up and 
sends steam shooting through 
his eyes, ears, and other body 
parts. 

Trigram is part of the “In¬ 
sights Series” at Theater Ar¬ 
taud, and there will be a post¬ 
performance discussion with 
the artists after the Friday 
evening performances on De¬ 
cember 11 and 18. The sculp¬ 
tural installation of Trigram 
will be available for viewing 
on days of performances from 
2-4 p.m. ▼

According to a recent arti¬ 
cle in the New York Times, 
Chelsea House Publishers has 
contracted with noted gay au¬ 
thor, historian, and editor 
Martin Duberman (Cures: A 
Gay Man's Odyssey and Hid¬ 
den From History: Reclaim¬ 
ing the Gay and Lesbian 
Past) for a series of 40 books 
on gay topics for teenagers. 
The series will include ap¬ 
proximately 30 biographies 
and 10 works on health, so¬ 
cial, and cultural issues. 

Duberman, who is a histo¬ 
ry professor at City Universi¬ 
ty of New York, is “doing 
pretty much everything, in¬ 
cluding choosing which au¬ 
thors will write which books, 
who will be the biography 
subjects, and what will be the 
issues.” Explaining why he 
took on this monumental 
task, Professor Duberman 
said, “I had too full a plate al¬ 
ready, but Chelsea House ap¬ 
pealed to my missionary side. 
The gay teen suicide rate is 
three times that for straights.” 

Two of the three books 
due out in the fall of 1993 are 
a biography of James Baldwin 
by Randall Kenan, a black 
gay writer, and a study of gay 
and lesbian culture by Village 
Voice writer Donna 
Minkowitz. Walt Whitman, 
Liberace, Gertrude Stein, El¬ 
ton John, Noel Coward, the 
Spanish poet and dramatist 
Federico Garcia Lorca, and 


Audre Lorde are all being 
considered for future bios. 

Authors Sought 

In other gay publishing 
news, the Collier Books divi¬ 
sion of Macmillan Publishing 
has decided to bring out a $20 
650-page trade paperback 
Concise Encyclopedia of Ho¬ 
mosexuality “to be sold in 
every corner bookstore.” The 
paperback will be based on 
Garland Publications’ two-vol¬ 
ume Encyclopedia of Homo¬ 
sexuality —abridged, revised, 
and with the addition of new 
entries. 

CEOH Editor-in-Chief 
Stephen Donaldson is “look¬ 
ing for scholars interested in 
writing short pieces for the 
new work in areas in which 
they are or could become 
knowledgeable. The emphasis 
will be on basic facts ... in lan¬ 
guage accessible to the aver¬ 
age reader and on topics of 
general rather than purely 
scholarly interest.” Donaldson 
particularly encourages 
“women, bisexuals, and mem¬ 
bers of minority groups to 
contribute.”

ly abusing a variety of sub¬ 
stances. 

With so many apparent 
contradictions, and such 
broad appeal, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing that the Haight is one of 
the few commercial districts 
in the city that boasts a 100- 
percent occupancy rate. 
There are no boarded-up 
storefronts to mar the land¬ 
scape. And while it’s seeming 
chaos drives some people 
crazy, it is, to others, a vi¬ 
brant, thriving part of the 
city. The Haight doesn’t just 
tolerate diversity, it’s the very 
point of its existence — as 
both a tourist destination and 
a place to live. 

Cheryl Wagner, who owns 



Circle of Friends (T-shirts, 
candles, cards, jewelry) and 
the enchanting New Life Em¬ 
porium (everything for bed 
and bath) is the president of 
the merchant’s division of the 
Haight Ashbury Improve¬ 
ment Association. Her job is 
to promote the Haight, which 
she does with great enthusi¬ 
asm. She thinks the neighbor¬ 
hood, which she describes as 
constantly changing, is going 
through one of its upward 
swings and she wants the city 
to know it. 

“The Haight-Ashbury has 
historically drawn people 
who think you can just come 
and hang out here. We want 
that to change, and it is. You 
can do it if you’re not con¬ 
tributing anything negative. 
Don’t litter, don’t panhandle, 
don’t make sexist comments 
to men or women, don’t deal 
drugs, don’t use drugs. 

“The Haight is constantly 
changing, and some people

high-rise development. A 
mind-boggling proposal from 
Mayor Alioto to build an 
above-ground freeway 
through the Panhandle was 
abandoned, and.a committee, 
formed to restore the area, al¬ 
located funds for street, 
home, and cultural improve¬ 
ments. 

During this boom in the 
late 70s and early ’80s, the 
Haight seemed on the verge 
of becoming a more avant- 
garde version of the Castro. 
For a few years gay people 
flocked to Gus’ Pub, the 
Deluxe, the I-Beam, and the 
Question Mark. Nearby on 
Cole Street, there was 
Bradley’s and also Maud’s, a 
classic lesbian hangout. Gus’ 
is now Shoe Biz; the Deluxe 
is straight; and both Bradley’s 


don’t like those changes. 
There are people in the 
neighborhood who think it 
isn’t neighborhood-serving, 
but we have a fresh fish store, 
world-class music and art 
stores, fantastic bookstores, 
two fabric stores, shoe repair, 
dry cleaners, a frame shop, a 
great produce market. You 
can get almost anything in the 
Haight.” 

Wagner has a point. What 
other neighborhood has both 
a smoke-filled bowling alley 
that , looks like a set from 
Back to the Future and one 
of the best movie theatres in 
the Bay Area (the Red Vic), 
where you can see Batman 
Returns one night and Sonic 
Youth the next? Where else 
can you buy tie-dyed fashion 
and rent a tuxedo in the same 
block? 

Haight History 

The Haight began as a 
commercial district in the ear¬ 
ly 1900s when the city’s west¬ 
bound cable car line ended at 
Haight and Stanyan — the en¬ 
trance to Golden Gate Park. 
An amusement park and sev¬ 
eral penny arcades quickly 
sprang up as the Haight be¬ 
came a shopping and recre¬ 
ational outlet for the park. 

Throughout the first half 
of this century, the Haight 
was a typical “Main Street 
U.S.A.” But in the ’50s the 
street began to take on some 
of its counterculture luster. 
As beat artists left the overly- 
hyped and too mainstream 
North Beach, they found 
refuge in the less expensive 


and more spacious Victorian 
houses on the eastern edge of 
Golden Gate Park. These 
artists, musicians, writers, and 
poets later became the flower 
children of the hippie move¬ 
ment. 

By the early ’70s, the 
Haight was on the skids. 
Longtime residents moved 
away, and many storefronts 
were boarded up. Of the 
dozens of businesses from 
pre-hippie days, only about 
ten remained. During this 
time the Haight began the re¬ 
newal that, in many ways, 
shapes the neighborhood to¬ 
day. Empty shops meant low 
rents for new merchants who 
slowly began to improve the 
neighborhood’s commercial 
prospects. At the same time 
community pressure caused 
the city to scrap plans for

Trax (formerly the Question 
Mark) and the Quake (the old 
I-Beam) remain. 

Gay people, of course, still 
live in the Haight, but not in 
the fashion or numbers that 
create a visible presence. We 
are simply there, along with 
everyone else. If living a hap¬ 
py “out” life in a non-gay 
neighborhood is going to 
work anywhere, it’s likely 
that it will work first in the 
Haight. 

Urban Renewal 

It’s possible that the 
Haight, entering the mid-90s, 
is on the verge of another 
transformation, one final sur¬ 
prise for a city that never 
tires of surprises. A curfew 
imposed around Alvord Lake 
at the entrance to Golden 
Gate Park has rid that area of 
some of its litter, and there 
aren’t nearly as many people 
trying to make it their home. 
“Drug free” zones (or at least 
signs) have been established 
in both Golden Gate and Bue¬ 
na Vista parks, which may 
prove only cosmetic but the 
message is getting through. 

There is a more visible 
police presence in the Haight 
these days, and the streets are 
cleaner than I can remember 
in a. long time. Some nights 
Haight Street shop windows 
sparkle with the warm glow of 
an inviting urban village. Can 
a whistling milkman and Jim¬ 
my Stewart be far behind? Or 
will it all prove temporary? 

If the Haight can eliminate 
the “bad vibes” while keeping 
its odd mixture of residents 
and visitors happy with an 
equally odd mixture of old 
commerce and new, it might 
become a local prototype for 
the Clinton ’90s. But at this 
point, only Mrs. Patrisha 
knows for sure. ▼

tape for that reason. Also in¬ 
terspersed between exercises 
are little quotations flashed 
on the screen — food for 
thought. I would describe 
Dixie’s creation as a fairly 
thoughtful tape. 

So, this is a mixed review. 
Yes, the Unworkout is good 
for exercise novices or people 
curious about but totally igno¬ 
rant of yoga practices — and 
it’s a calmer-downer for the 
stressed. But this is a very ba¬ 
sic tape. In addition, the value 
of a live teacher who can give 
feedback on technique and in¬ 
jury prevention — as well as 
the support which can be 
found among fellow class¬ 
mates — should not be over¬ 
looked or downplayed. 

Dixie’s tape is a good 
jumping-off place for future, 
more in-depth explorations. 
Treated as such, it is worth 
the price. ▼

W hen I was asked 
to review this 
soon-to-be-re¬ 
leased, yet-anoth- 
er workout video, my 
thoughts went immediately to 
just that. Another celebrity 
workout video? Please spare 
me. I’m still back there with 
the creation of Jane Fonda’s 
whole line of tapes. How did 
she do that, anyway? 

The thing is, I cannot help 
but resent, and at times even 
take personal affront at, the 
megabucks these entertain¬ 
ment celebrities are raking in. 
It irks me that they are able 
to pass themselves off as 
workout experts and get such 
great cash returns, primarily 
because they’ve established a 
name for themselves in an en¬ 
tirely different field. Mean¬ 
while, there are countless 
qualified individuals trained 
in the various exercise disci¬ 
plines whose tapes would 
never sell because who knows 
them? Sometimes the only 
things that matter are the 
name and the face on the 
video cover. 

It was, therefore, with 
jaundiced eye that I ap- 


(“Hatha” is the branch of yoga 
which focuses more on the 
physical rather than medita¬ 
tive aspects, though it is diffi¬ 
cult in yoga to totally separate 
one from the other). Perhaps 
Dixie was confused about the 
origins of her routine.

proached the review of this 
tape. So let me get the nega¬ 
tive points out on the table 
first. Dixie’s Southern accent 
seemed even more pro¬ 
nounced on her video than I 
remembered it from Design¬ 
ing Women. She was really 
laying it on thick. I got the 
sense that the character she 
was portraying — at least in 
the earlier parts of the hour 
and 50 minute vid — was the 
character most TV watchers 
identify as her. 

In addition, the press re¬ 
lease accompanying her video 
described the exercise regi¬ 
men as something she “had 
developed,” encompassing 
several disciplines, including 
yoga, stretching, deep breath¬ 
ing and dance movements. 
Though I am familiar with all 
of these disciplines, it seemed 
to me that her routine was al¬ 
most identical to an elemen¬ 
tary yoga sequence that I my¬ 
self once practiced. No, I did 
not “develop” it; I was taught 
it. 

However, in defense of the 
press statement, dance teach¬ 
ers do sometimes borrow 
from yoga stretches, and deep 
breathing is an important part 
of the Hatha yoga tradition

yoga teacher. Well, at least 
someone really in the field 
will also cash in on this one. 

Positive Aspects 

Which brings me to the 
more positive aspects of this 
review. The Unworkout de¬ 
serves a thumbs up for the 
following reasons. 

1. The exercises are basic 
but correct. Dixie explains 
most sequences very well, 
and I believe that a beginner 
could follow this tape safely, 
avoiding bodily harm, and 
benefit from the practices. 

2. An individual new to ex¬ 
ercise, or Hatha yoga, will 
value this tape, because in the 
privacy of their own home, 
they will be introduced to the 
discipline of yoga and given 
the opportunity to do some 
basic moves with no one 
watching. If their desire is to 
continue to learn yoga and 
commit to an actual class 
with other people looking 
over their shoulder, the initial 
awkwardness that comes with 
learning any new exercise 
regimen will have hopefully 
passed. Many times just the 
idea of having to appear in a 
roomful of strangers to try 
something as yet unknown is 
enough to discourage an oth¬ 
erwise confident person. 

3. This is a peaceful and 
serene tape. Further into the 
exercise sequences, it be¬ 
comes evident that Ms. Carter 
truly enjoys what she does. 
She appears totally blissed 
out during her demonstra¬ 
tions. In fact, she succeeded in 
reminding this writer how 
joyful the practice of Hatha 
yoga can be. Because an im¬ 
portant part of alleviating 
stress is learning to breathe 
correctly and becoming more 
aware of the body, a novice 
can certainly benefit from this

While the controversy 
rages over whether it’s polit¬ 
ically correct to ski in Col¬ 
orado, SAGA North, the Bay 
Area’s gay and lesbian alpine 
ski club, is getting ready to 
take to the slopes here in Cal¬ 
ifornia. SAGA’s 1992-1993 
schedule of winter ski trips 
starts this weekend at Kirk¬ 
wood and includes two treks 
out-of-state that bypass Col¬ 
orado. 

Colorado came under fire 
after the passage of Amend¬ 
ment 2 in the November elec¬ 
tions, which repealed gay 
rights there. The annual As¬ 
pen Gay Ski Week had al¬ 
ready been planned and was 
originally a part of the SAGA 
calendar. But in response to 
the Boycott Colorado move¬ 
ment, approximately 50 per¬ 
cent of SAGA’s members 
have canceled their reserva¬ 
tions (losing their $100 non-re- 
fundable reservation fee). The 
club also eliminated a 
planned April ’93 trip to Vail, 
Colorado. 

But even without the Col¬ 
orado trips, SAGA has plenty 
of skiing planned. Out-of-state 
trips are scheduled for Jack- 
son Hole, Wyoming, during 
the Valentine’s Day weekend 
and to Park City, Utah, in 
mid-March. And John School¬ 
er, SAGA’s gay ski week co¬ 
ordinator, said the club hopes 
to have another out-of-state 
trip to replace the canceled 
Vail outing. 


Interest in the SAGA club 
has been growing each year, 
and this year’s slate of trips 
features some of the organiza¬ 
tion’s favorite locations (listed 
below by date, location, and 
cost). The price of local trips 
includes lift tickets and lodg¬ 
ing (transportation is by car¬ 
pooling); for out-of-state trips, 
transportation, lift tickets, and 


lodging are covered. The 
prices listed are for SAGA 
members; there is a $20 sur¬ 
charge for non-members. 

SAGA North membership 
is $40 per year. For additional

she says. “I play the Sand¬ 
man, or Sand person, who 
takes him in and out of his 
dreams.” Tumbling sheep, a 
taxi with a pickle on the 
hood, a marching band of 
trash cans, and late-night re¬ 
frigerator raids all conspire to 
keep Raz awake. 

Famed choreographer 
Tandy Beal returned for a 
second year to co-direct the 
current show with Chinese ac¬ 
robatic master Lu Yi.

Untying 
the Knot 

Flying With One Wing 

by Robert Reese; Blue Pacific 
Press, $8.95 
by Marv. Shaw 

S till really an adolescent 
at 30, Daniel Morgan 
abandoned a promising 
career as a TV actor; 
shied away from the love of¬ 
fered by an older, attractive 
songwriter; frequently mental¬ 
ly replayed his grief at the 
early death of his twin broth¬ 
er; blazed with anger at his 
critical parents; and daily 
tried to escape all the hurt 
with increasingly larger doses 
of the painkiller percodan. 

After slashing a burly bul¬ 
ly in a sleazy dive and trash¬ 
ing it up with a pair of mar¬ 
ried junkies, Daniel hits rock 
bottom. Realizing that he 
doesn’t want to stay down 
and drown, he first tries to 
kick the drug on his own, and 
then gets himself admitted to 
the Betty Ford Center. 

The combined agonies of 
total self-revelation and drug 
withdrawal put him through 
one hell of a wringer. But 
thankfully the trials are bal¬ 
anced with a steady accumu¬ 
lation of minor but significant 
triumphs, each of which 
marks an important point in 
Daniel’s maturation. More 
than one character, both in¬ 
side and outside the center, 
observes that he is growing 
up. 



However, his steady 
progress is not without its 
challenges. For example, 
there’s his fellow patient 
Lester, a binge eater and 
chronically inept person, and 
when Daniel is made a kind 
of patient supervisor, he 
clashes with Mark, who defi¬ 
antly makes forbidden phone 
calls. Plus, a visit from 
Daniel’s parents decreases his 
anger, but troubling issues re¬ 
main. Sexual tensions parallel 
therapy problems. 

Important Changes 

Author Reese has Daniel’s 
most important changes re¬ 
volve around three love rela¬ 
tionships. He is strongly 
drawn to Lance, a luscious 
college student who loyally 
house sits for him. Daniel 
steps back from Howard, his 
songwriting friend, but still 
needs him. Bisexual fellow 
patient Gary is strong enough 
to redesign his own life, but 
can he really include Daniel 
as part of that? Each affair 
goes deep into his psyche but 
poses difficulties relating to 
Daniel’s problems with self-af¬ 
firmation. 

Like so many addicts, 
Daniel’s main problem is low 
self-esteem. While it seems 
pretty unlikely that a good¬ 


looking and talented young 
man who has already scored 
solid professional^ successes 
and has three attractive guys 
ready to go head-over-heels 
for him should have a nega¬ 
tive self-image, there really 
are such people, and Reese 
makes this psychological state 
believable. 

Daniel must learn to love 


himself — only then will he be 
strong enough to lead a better 
life, one which is not only 
free of drugs but one in 
which he is also able to make 
it On his own. The climax oc¬ 
curs when sudden loss coin¬ 
cides with a recent phone call 
from his former dealer.
